Riot IN FREIGHT 
RATES GRANTED 
IN PART BY l.. C 


Increase to Total of $47,- 
500,000 Annually In- 
cludes Bituminous Coal 
and Steel. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
granted Class One railroads today 
freight-rate increases designed to 
return about $47,500,000 additional 
revenue annually. 

The commission declined to ap- 
prove increased rates on anthra- 
cite, iron ore from Minnesota mines 
to Lake Superior docks, and re- 
fined petroleum in southern terri- 


tory. 
In the case of lignite coal, some 
of the proposed rates on petroleum 


products and related articles, and 
gypsum, the increase were not ap- 
proved to the full extent asked by 
the carriers. 

In general, the approved in- 
creases on individual commodities 
which -were treated separately are 
as follows: 

Bituminous coal and coke, 
amounts ranging from 3 cents to 
15 cents per net ton in the West- 
ern district, west of Chicago, and 
from 3 cents to 10 cents per net 
ton in other districts; lignite coal, 
from 2 cents to 8 cents per net ton; 
iron and steel and related articles 
except scrap iron and steel in the 
Western district, 10 per cent, maxi- 
mum 1 cent per 100 pounds; scrap 
iron and steel in the Western dis- 
trict and between that district and 
others, 20 per cent, maximum 2 
cents per 100 pounds. 

Iron ore, 5 cents per net ton, or 
6 cents per gross ton; cement, lime, 
plaster; mortar, and gypsum, 1 cent 
per 100 pounds; petroleum and its 
products (except in Southern terri- 
tory), lubricating olls and greases, 
asphalt, pitch and tar, 1 cent per 
100 pounds. 

All the increases were authorized 
for application in Mountain-Pacif- 
ic territory as well as in the West- 
ern district. An increase in trans- 
continental rates on liquified pe- 
troleum gas also was permitted. 

The commission, in its decision, 
said a large part of the revenue 
from increased rates on bituminous 
coal will go to the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad, the Norfolk & West- 
ern, and the Virginian Railroad. 
Holding these roads were not in 
need of additional revenue, the I 
C C said a permanent increase in 
the coal rates should not be ap- 
proved without consideration of a 
possible pooling arrangement by 
which the revenue derived from the 
increases would be divided so that 
the benefits would be confined 
largely to the lines in need. 

The increased rates on bituminous 
coal therefore were approved only 
until Dec, 31, 1938. 

The higher rates will go into ef- 
fect, the commission said, as soon 
as carriers can post the new tariffs

liner with the loss of 19 lives. 

Maj. R. W. Schroeder, manager 
of operations for United, offered 
the suggestion in the first iormal 
statement of probable causes issued 
by the company. Maj. Schroeder, 
formerly chief of airline inspection 
tor the Bureau of Air Commerce, is 
conducting the company phase of 
the crash investigation Experts 
from the Bureau of Air Commerce 
are making their own investigation 
and the combined evidence will be 
presented at a formal hearing, 
which is expected to open here next 
Monday. 

Combination of Circumstances. 

Evidence gathered since the crash 
and the known habits of Pilot Earl 
D. Woodgerd, in charge of the air- 
: ‘ Maj. Schroeder's de- 
duation that an unexpétted com- 
bination of circumstances carried 
the big ship 17 miles south of the 
radio range course and caused 
“Woody” Woodgerd, to fly head on 
into the sloping side of Humpy 
ridge at an altitude of 10,000 feet. 

Woodgerd, who had flown for 
United Air Lines ten years, was 
known to associates as a “beam 
rider.” He habitually flew on the 
right border of the beam and he 
urged fellow pilots to form the 
same habit. A barograph, which 
came out of the crash practically 
undamaged because it was in the 
tail of the ship, showed that Wood- 
gerd kept his ship at 10,000 feet 
from the time he leveled off after 
climbing out of the Cheyenne 
(Wyo.) airport to the point of im- 
pact. Much of the pilot’s time had 
been spent on the Salt Lake-Chey- 
enne division and he was familiar 
with the adjacent country. Associ- 
ates argue that had Woodgerd re- 
ceived the beam signal warning him 
the plane was drifting far to the 
left of the course, he would have 
gained altitude because he knew he 
could not clear the terrain to the 
south flying at 10,000 feet. 

Radio Beam Was Working. 

The company investigation has 
established that the radio beam, 
operated by the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce, was working. Pilot Joe 
Eberle, who took off from Salt 
Lake City on an eastbound flight 
eleven minutes after Woodgerd 
started westward from Cheyenne, 
found static interference, but 
worked the beam without difficulty 
after switching from long wave to 
short wave antenna. The methodi- 
cal Woodgerd made no complaint 
of any difficulty with the beam in 
his last radio report to ground sta- 
tions. After the crash the plane's 
radio was found to be set at 382 
kilocycles, the proper tuning for the 
Knight (Wyo.) beam, which the 
ship should have been following. 
What interference was encountered 
just before the crash will probably 
remain a matter of conjecture, but 
Woodgerd’s associates are convinced 
static interference existed. 


There was nothing in the weather 
reports at the start of the flight to 
suggest that serious trouble might 
be encountered. The reports gave 
ceilings of 2000 to 6000 feet above 
ground levels at points of observa- 
tion, with visibility from 15 to 20 
miles. At Salt Lake there was a 
4000 foot ceiling and 15 miles visi- 
bility. The plane carried fuel suf- 
ficient for a flight to Reno, Nev., 
where the weather report was 
“clear and unlimited,” had such an 
extension of the trip been neces- 
sary. 

Departure from Cheyenne was at 
6:26 p. m., for the three-hour trip 
to Salt Lake. At 8:16 p. m., in a 
routine radio report while over 
Rock Springs, Wyo., Woodgerd said 
the air was slightly rough, but that 
everything was “O. K.” Nothing 
more was heard from Woodgerd or 
his associate at the controls, Co- 
Pilot John Adams. The last report 
carried the information that the 
pilots were flying intermittently on 
instruments.

None of the four men appointed 
to the bi-partisan board had been 
consulted before the appointments 
were made, the Governor said. At 
the time of his announcement, he 
sent each a telegram notifying him 
of appointment and stating that 
“existing conditions justify draft- 
ing“ members of the board. 

His selections were 
Governor said, after consulting 
eight non-political organizations in 
Kansas City. 

R. L. Mehornay Chairman. 

As chairman, Gov. Stark named 
Robert Lee Mehornay, Democrat, 
president of a furniture company, 
former president of the Kansas City 
Board of Education and former 
vice-president of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The other Democratic member is 
Edgar Shook, lawyer, former chief 
counsel for the State Highway Com- 
mission. 

The Republican members are 
David B. Forrester, head of a box 
manufacturing company and presi- 
dent of the Kansas City Chamber 
of Commerce, and Lewis Ellis, for- 
mer superintendent of the State 
Highway Patrol and executive 
secretary ‘to former Gov. Henry 8. 
Caulfield. 

With the exception of Forrester, 
all members of the new board are 
World War veterans. 


Boss Turned Down Fiatly. 

The Kansas City boss was turned 
down flatly on his request that 
the Governor retain the two Demo- 
cratic members of the existing 
board when Gov. Stark paid him a 
visit at Colorado Springs last July. 
They were Fred Bellemere, chair- 
man, and George Aylward, brother 
of James Aylward, Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman and  chair- 
man of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. 

At that time the Governor 
declared he would make his own 
selections. Pendergast was quoted 
as saying he would offer no further 
recommendations as to the Demo- 
cratic members, and would make 
no suggestions as to the Republic- 
an members. 

Gov. Stark said he had not dis- 
cussed members of the new board 
with Pendergast but that he did not 
know of any objection the Boss 
might have to them. 


Effective on Taking Oath. 

The appointments will become ef- 
fective as soon as the appointees 
take the oath of office and qualify. 
The salary of a commissioner is 
$3000 a year. 

The retiring board members are 
Chairman Bellemere, Aylward, C. A. 
(Andy) Orr and Michael A. O’Don- 
nell, Republicans. 

Observers consider the board se- 
lected by the Governor as divorced 
from the Kansas City organization. 
First comments in political circles 
at the Capitol were to the effect it 
was a board which would endeavor 
to prevent frauds such as those dis- 
closed by a Federal inquiry into the 
1936 elections in Kansas City. That 
inquiry, which already has resulted 
in penitentiary sentences for many 
of the smaller-fry workers in the 
Kansas City Democratic organiza- 
tion, still is in progress. 

Second Jolt for Boss. 

This was the second severe blow 
to the political prestige of the 
Kansas City Democratic organiza- 
tion—which in the last administra- 
tion was dominant in State govern- 
mental matters—within a week. 

Last Tuesday the Governor re- 
moved R. E. Emmet O'Malley, who 
had Pendergast’s support, as State 
Insurance Superintendent, and ap- 
pointed George A. S. Robertson of 
Marshall, who did not have Pen- 
dergast’s backing, as O’Malley’s suc- 
cessor, effective at once.

Chauffeur August Kroeter 
and G. J. Schmeder 
Lose Lives in Crash at 
Euclid and Laclede. 


August Kroeter, driver of a Ker, 


‘low taxicab, and a passenger, 
George J. Schmeder, a clerk for the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, were 
killed early today when the taxi- 
cab was hit by an automobile at 
Euclid and Laclede avenues and 
turned over several times before it 


stopped on its side on the south side- 
walk of Laclede in front of 4906. 

The driver of the automobile, 
Gordon Matusofsky, who was 
bruised on the face and légs, was 
held for the Coroner under bonds 
totaling $11,500. He is president of 
the Independent Bottle Co., 1735 
Biddle street, and resides at 720 
Westgate avenue, University City. 

A door of the cab had to be pried 
open to get the two occupants out. 
Schmeder, who was 45 years old 
and resided at 6723 Oleatha ave- 
nue, was dead of internal injuries 
and a fractured skull. Kroeter, 42, 
died of internal injuries and frac- 
tures of the skull and pelvis in City 
Hospital at 12:10 a. m., an hour and 
15 minutes after the accident. He 
was married and the father of 
three children. He lived at 2828A 
North Twenty-first street. 

Garage Employe Saw Crash. 

Harold Taylor, an employe of a 
garage at the northwest corner of 
the intersection, declared the au- 
tomobile was going west at high 
speed in the south street car track 
and that the driver did not stop 
for the boulevard sign at Euclid. 
The taxicab, he said, was proceed. 
ing south on Euclid at a speed of 30 
or 35 miles an hour. Each driver, 
he related, apparently saw the oth- 
er machine at about the same time 
and swerved to avoid a collision, 
but the west-bound car crashed in- 
to the side of the cab, rolling it 
over. 

Policemen said they traced skid- 
marks from a point about 50 feet 
east of Euclid to a point about 25 
feet west, where the automobile 
stopped at the south curb of La- 
clede, facing east. 

Matusofsky, according to police 
records, had been arrested three 
times on traffic charges since 1928. 
In 1928 he was fined $3 and costs, 
for speeding; in 1930 he was arrest- 
ed for failure to answer a traffic 
summons and last year he was 
fined $50 for speeding and $50 for 
careless driving. 

Four Month Jail Term. 

In 1935, Matusofsky, then secre- 
tary of the bottle company, was 
sentenced to four months in jail 
and fined $1002 for possession of 
counterfeit whisky strip stamps, 
a violation of the internal revenue 
law. He served the sentence and 
paid the fine. 

At the office of the Yellow Cab 
Co., it was said that the accident 
was the first for Kroeter in his 
10 years as a driver for the com- 
pany. Surviving are his wife and 
three children, Alvin, 19 years old; 
Ethel, 16, and Robert, 9. 

Schmeder, unmarried, lived with 
his mother, Mrs. Mary Schmeder, 
and his sister, Mrs. Catherine 
Straub. His funeral will be held 
Monday at the Church of the Epiph- 
any, 6598 Smiley avenue.

Even greater than the collapse 
of the defenses of Santander on 
Aug. 25 was the breaking of the 
morale of the dynamite-throwing 
Asturian miners who formed the 
Republican Gov ient’s army in 
Asturias. 


Where two days ago, they had 
their backs to the wall and were 
retreating slowly, burning and blow- 
ing up villages, today they were 
dragging cannons, machine guns 
and rifles into the insurgent lines, 

Flight of the Leaders. 

The Asturian rout started when 
the Government leaders took to 
ships in the Gijon harbor to escape 
to France. Immediately insurgent 
supporters in Gijon rose up, took 
over the city, commandeered the 
radio station and called all insur- 
gent stations and army hbead- 
quarters to tell of the city’s capitu- 
lation. 

From all sides yesterday the in- 
surgents came. The fourth brigade 
of Navarrese troops, 
along the Bay of Biscay from Villa- 
ciciosa, only 12 miles east of Gi- 
jon, force-marched into the sea- 
port at 3:30 o’clock in the after 
noon. 

The Asturian besiegers of the 
rebel garrison at Oviedo, southwest 
of Gijon, marched battalion after 
battalion into insurgent lines to 
surrender. Immediately the insur- 
gent garrison at Oviedo started 
marching to Gijon. The Oviedo gar- 
rison had been under siege almost 
since the beginning of the war 15 
months ago. exe 

From Pravia, southwest of Gijon, 
the insurgents marched northeast 
and took Aviles, the last Govern. 
ment seacoast town in the north. 
The Navarrese also reached Aviles 
from Gijon, @ march of 
some 25 miles in a single day. 

75,000 Men Available. 

Now with the northwest under 
control, the insurgents will be able 
to augment their Aragon lines in 
the horthwest with 75,000 men from 
the northwestern forces. Insurgent 
warcraft which have been blocke- 
ading Gijon were freed for Meditere 
ranean duty off Barcelona and Val- 
encia. 

Franco’s military leaders, hailing 
the capture of Gijon as the greatest 
insurgent victory in the 15-month 
conflict, were hopeful of dealing 
a decisive blow against the Va- 
lencia armies before any material 
number of foreign soldiers could 
be withdrawn under the London 
Non-Intervention Committee’s plan, 
Franco hoped for victory before 
winter hampers operations. 

The capture of Gijon was effected 
through an Asturian officer who 
went to Villaviciosa in the company 
of an insurgent flyer who had been 
held by the Asturians. The officer, 
who was named military commande 
er of Gijon after Leon Belarmine 
Tomas, Governor of Gijon, and 
other Anarchist leaders fled, telee 
phoned directly to Gen. So

Notices Discovered After 
Are Acquitted, and 20 
Other Cases Dropped. 


Just after the acquittal of Arthur 
Lemmon and the abandonment of 


the 20 remaining prosecutions for 
the registration frauds of June, 
1936, the Election Board yesterday 
announced that it had found an im- 


portant missing item of evidence in 
Lemmon’s case. 


The missing evidence was the 
written form of instructions given 
by the judges of the Second Ward, 
second precinct, to the two clerks, 
of whom Lemmon was one, for 
their canvass of the supplementary 

tion. Lack of this docu- 
ment was a factor in the failure 
of the State’s case against Lemmon, 
acquitted Tuesday, and the same 
matter entered into the recent fail- 
ure of the like case against Harold 
Hancock, Ward, first pre- 
cinct, clerk. Hancock and Lem- 
with willful neglect’ 


Remaining Cases Dismissed. 
Following the second acquittal, as 
has been told, Prosecuting Attor- 
ames P. Finnegan dismissed 
20 cases against 
precinct clerks, thus wiping the 
slate clean in the investigation and 
prosecution of frauds by which 
more than 40,000 ghost voters were 
placed on the rolls for the August, 
1936, primary. 

In the trial of Lemmon, Richard 
D. Hatton, chief clerk of the Elec- 
tion Board, testified that he had 
looked for the written notice given 
to Lemmon and his fellow-clerk, 
and had been unable to find it, 
though it had been shown to the 
grand jury which indicted Lemmon 
last year. Yesterday, Hatton wrote 
to Prosecutor Finnegan, saying the 
document had been found Wednes- 


“In connection with the June, 
1936, canvass,” the Election Board 
official wrote to Finnegan, “it 
would appear that only 326 of a 
total of 669 such notices were on 
file in this office July 30, 1936. On 
that date, Al Rottman, then chief 
clerk, gave a list to the Circuit 
Attorney which showed 343 to be 
missing. All the notices to the 
clerks later indicted were then 
missing, except for Ward Two, pre- 
cinct 2 (Lemmon’s), and Ward 
Twenty-three, precinct 14.

REBELS FIRE 2500 SHELLS 

INTO CENTER OF MADRID; 
20 PERSONS ARE KILLED

MADRID, Oct. 22. 
NSURGENTS besieging Ma-

jon by firing more than 2500 
shells into the center of the city 
in little more than an hour last 
night. Twenty persons were 
killed.

The center of the city was 
shaken severely. About 800 shells 
scored direct hits there causing 
extensive damage. Casualties 
were few since most persons 
were asleep and a drizzling rain 
had driven others from the 
streets when the shelling start- 
ed at 11 p. m. from batteries 
only three miles away. 

It was the city’s second shell- 
ing durimg the day.

SHANTUNG GOVERNOR 
DECLARES FOR NANKING 


Gen. Han Ends Rumors He'll 
Yield Province — Moves 
Troops Against Japanese.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 22.—Dispatches 
from Tientsin say Japan's North 
China command is making exten- 
sive preparations for further in- 
vasion of Shantung province, where 
Chinese reports said Japanese 
forces had been retiring recently 
under pressure by the forces of 
Gen. Han Fu-chu, provincial Gov- 
ernor. 

Japanese denied there had been 
any retirement and declared they 
were preparing for a big advance 
on Tsinan, capital of Shangtung, 
just south of the Yellow River. 

Japanese bombers are especially 
active on this front. Several cities 
on the Tientsin-Pukow Railway 
south of Tsinan were reported 
bombed yesterday. 

Gen. Han is said to be moving 70,- 
000 troops across the Japanese 
army’s path. 

Gen. Han put an end today to 
rumors that he might yield the 
province to Japanese without fur- 
ther fighting. 


SOVIETS CONDEMN 3 
MORE AS PLOTTERS 


They Are Convicted of Con- 
spiring to Overthrow Gov- 
ernment by Force. 


By the Associated Press, 
MOSCOW, Oct. 22.—Three offi- 


cials from the Margelan region of 
Uzbekistan were sentenced to 
death today as members of a na- 
tionalist band headed by Akmal 
Ikramov, deposed member of the 
Central Executive Committee. This 
band has been accused of plotting 
to overthrow the Soviet Govern- 
ment with the armed aid of for- 
eign Powers. 

The three officials were convict- 
ed of “high-handed destruction of 


cotton, shrubs and houses on col- 
lective farms and the prevention 
of development of silk growing.” 

A Tashkent newspaper said one 
of the three confessed membership 
in a nationalist movement headed 
by Ikramov. 

Execution of three grain spoilers 
was reported today at Khaborovsk 
in Siberia. 

Two alleged sptes were held to- 
day for trial by a military court at 
Leningrad after an investigation 
which authorities said linked them 
with a “foreign diplomatic mis- 
sion.” 

Paul Zilberhorn Erwin, who for- 
merly worked in Russia, and Irving 
Klein were accused of entering 
Russia as Max Schild and Joseph 
Lessieux with fake Swiss pass- 
ports. 

One official news agency dispatch 
From Leningrad said Erwin first 
was sent by the German Intelli- 
gence Service in 1930 to spy on 
the Soviet Union and was expelled 
in 1936. 

The dispatch said he returned 
with Klein in June, 1937, to estab- 
lish connection with the diplomatic 
mission of a foreign country and 
conduct espionage and subversive 
activities. 

The German Embassy said it 
asked the Consulate at Leningrad 
to investigate and report if any in- 
formation was available concerning 
Erwin and Klein. 

The Embassy said the men were 
not known in Moscow, where the 
names and aliases were not found 
on the Embassy list of Germans 
who have been in Russia. 

The Russian news agency, Tass, 
announced “at the end of June, 
1937, organs of the Commissariat 
of Home Affairs, Union of Social- 
istic Soviet Republics, arrested

One of Van Sweringen’s first 
steps, continued Wyer, was to trans- 
fer the sum of $4,160,353.75 from the 
treasury of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad to that of its subsidiary, 
the Missouri Pacific Transportation 
Co. This transaction figured on 
the official books of both com- 
panies as a loan from the former 
corporation to the latter. 

Used for Stocks and Bonds. 

The sum scarcely came to rest in 
the treasury of the transportation 
company, related Wyer, before it 
was seized upon by Van Sweringen 
and disbursed in the purchase of 
stocks and bonds. These purchases 
began on July 8, 1930, with pur- 
chases of adjustment mortgage 
bonds of the International-Great 
Northern Railroad Co., also a sub- 
sidiary of the Missouri Pacific. In 
all, between this date and June 4, 
1931, Van Sweringen acquired 31, 
343,548.75 of I.-G. N. bonds. Be- 
tween Oct. 15 and Nov. 12, 1930, 
he also acquired 11,300 shares of 
Missouri Pacific common stock, at 
a cost of $463,945; and between Oct. 
30 and Dec. 5, 1930, 23,500 shares of 
Missouri Pacific preferred stock, at 
a cost of $2,353,860. 

These purchases were involved 
in such a network of secrecy, con- 
tinued Wyer, that not even Van 
Sweringen’s confidential brokers in 
New York, Paine, Webber & Co., 
could be sure who the actual buyer 
was. They knew the orders were 
Van Sweringen orders, but were not 
certain whether they were acting 
for him personally, or in his capac- 
ity as president of the Alleghany 
Corporation, chairman of the Board 
of the Missouri Pacific, or as of- 
ficial of many other companies. 

Names From Phone Book. 

The transactions were veiled un- 
der a set of symbols, said Wyer. 
The account in general figured on 
the Paine, Webber & Co., books 
as “S-2” Missouri Pacific common 
stock was identified as 8-6,“ and 
Missouri Pacific preferred as “S-7.”

Only $200,000 Balance. 
During the period between June 
30, 1931, and Feb. 29, 1932, Wyer 
admitted that he sent to Johnson 
in St. Louis nine monthly reports 
representing that the Missouri Pa- 
cific Transportation Co. had a cash 
balance ranging between $3,448,584.39 
and $3,578,586.23, whereas it had in 
cash between $100,000 and $200,000. 
It is true that, on the secret 
ledger, Ownership of the stocks pur- 
chased was credited to the Mis- 
souri Transportation Co., but the 
value of these, the witness admit- 
ted, had shrunk in the meantime 
from more than $4,000,000 to about 
$200,000. 

During more than a year, the 
actual ownership of this block of 
stocks and bonds “hung suspended 
in the air.” It was credited, in lead 
pencil, to the Missouri Pacific 
Transportation Co., but a mere era- 
sure and a substitute entry could 
have transferred ownership to Van 
Sweringen himself or any of the 
numerous railroad and fuel com- 
panies constituting his empire.

Nineteen-year-old Al Friedman, 
Who was wounded by a Moorish 
shell when fighting with the Loyal - 
ist forces in Southern Spain last 
spring, returned home today and 


told of his experiences in six weeks

After he enlisted at the French- 


Spanish border last February, 
Friedman related to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, he was assigned to a bat- 
talion of veteran Loyalist soldiers 
in Andalusia and placed in charge 
of 45 men as a non-commissioned 
officer. 

“We had been advancing on the 
rebel allies for about six weeks and

Wounded in Leg.

GALE AND RADIO 
TROUBLE FIGURED 
IN PLANE CRASH

miles west of Rock Springs and 
about 80 miles from its destination 
when it met disaster on the Humpy 
Ridge slope of the Uinta Mountains, 
in Utah, a few miles south of the 
Wyoming border. 

Gale Arose Suddenly. 

The other element in the disaster, 
the sudden gale, could not be fore- 
seeh, the company statement as- 
serts. The wind reports that even- 
ing from the observer at Knight 
bear out the deductions reached so 
far. At 6:41 o’clock there was a 
wind from the southwest with a 
ground velocity of 20 miles an hour. 
An hour later the observer reported 
by radio that the wind was from 
the west-southwest and the veloc- 
ity had increased to 26 miles, At 
8:41 the wind had shifted to the 
northwest, with velocity of 18 miles. 
Whether this report was received 
in the plane probably will never be 
known. No mention of it has been 
found in the records kept by the 
pilots discovered so far. The pres- 
ent presumption is that the report 
was not received. But the shifting 
wind and the gale that followed 
carried the plane off its course. , 

The estimate of the high velocity 
of the gale is unofficial, based on 
statements by Charles Danielson, a 
trapper who has lwed in the Uinta 
Mountains for 30 years. Danielson 
was preparing traps along Humpy 
Creek, about three miles from the 
scene of the crash. He told investi- 
gators that a “wind blizzard” struck 
down on the mountains without 
warning. High wind was accom- 
panied by snow, and Danielson was 
driving to the shelter of his cabin. 
The mountain man will be an im- 
portant witness at the Bureau of 
Air Commerce hearing. 

Cruising at Normal Speed. 

Although off its course, the 21- 
passenger plane, called the Main- 
liner, was headed westward, toward 
its destination, when it hit the 
mountain. The physical evidence 
indicates the plane was cruising at 
its normal air speed of 180 
miles an hour when it plowed into 
the slope at a point about 300 feet 
below the top of the ridge, just 
above the timberline. The twin 
Wasp engines, sheared from their 
wing mounts by the impact, hurtled 
100 feet ahead of the wreck, which 
slithered up the slope about 40 
feet.

MT. OLIVE, Miss., Oct. 22.—Dr. 
A. S. Calhoun, Covington County 
health officer, reported last night 
the death of six patients for whom 
he had prescribed an elixir of sul- 
tanilamide. 

The physician said one was his 
close friend, the Rev. J. E. Byrd, 
State Baptist Sunday School board 
secretary who died at Knoxville, 
Tenn., yesterday. 

Dr. Calhoun reported six others 
who took varying doses of elixir 
of sulfanilamide on his prescription 
“have shown no ill effects.” 

The physician said that, in addi- 
tion to Byrd, the victims he treated 
were Mrs. J. P. Penn, Ed Sullivan 
and Otis Coulter, who died in a 
hospital this week, and two Ne- 
groes, Jessie May Grubbs and Leftie 
Easterling. 

“Sulfanilamide has been used by 
physicians for a long time for 
treatment of infections of the urin- 
ary canal, or other parts of the 
body where there are pus cells,” 
he said. 

“A representative of a drug 
house interested me in the elixir 
preparation of the drug, which had 
been available only in tablet form 
before. I began prescribing the 
elixir about Sept. 15.” 

Dr. Calhoun said he did not learn 
until last week, after the drug 
house wired a warning, of the 
deadly effects of the elixir. 

“One of my patients had died, 
and I didn’t know the reason,” he 
added. “When I received that warn- 
ing, I rode all night visiting every 
patient that I could remember pre- 
scribing to, but for half of them 
it was too late.” 


The number of deaths attributed 
to an elixir of sulfanilamide rose 
to 22 with the six reported by Dr. 
Calhoun. Other deaths were nine 
at Tulsa, III., six at East St. Louis 
and vicinity, and one at Memphis, 
Tenn.

SHELBYVILLE, Ky., Oct. 22.— 
: The murder charge against Jack 
Garr was dismissed today, while the 
case against his brother, Roy, who 
admits the shooting and killing 
of Henry H. Denhardt, was left to 
the jury. 
_ Circuit Judge Charles C. Mar- 
shall sustained a defense motion to 
dismiss the charge as to Jack Garr, 
youngest of the three brothers 


charged with killing the man who 
was under charges of murdering 
their sister, Mrs. Verna Garr Tay- 
lor. 

Judge Marshall instructed the 
jury to find Roy Guilty of either 
First degree murder of voluntary 
manslaughter or to acquit him. 
Arguments will begin later today. 

E. S. Garr, the third brother, is 
not on trial. When the case was 
called counsel said he was in a san- 
itarium. He suffered shell shock 
during the World War: 

More Testimony on Insanity. 

The defense offered additional 
testimony today in an attempt to 
show that Roy Garr was emotional- 
ly insane when he shot Denhardt 
here the night of last Sept. 20. It is 
conceded that he fired the fatal 
shots, His brother, E. S., fired 
twice, but hit no one. Jack Garr 
had no pistol at the time. 

Dr. E. B. Smith and Dr. W. H. 
Nash, both of Shelbyville, concurred 
today in the opinion expressed yes- 
terday by three other physicians 
that Roy Garr had been tempora- 
rily unbalanced. The defense con- 
tends Garr had heard that at Den- 
hardt’s second trial on charges of 
murdering Mrs. Taylor counsel 
would introduce evidence “casting 
reflection upon the virtue” of the 
‘woman. ‘ 

Following up similar testimony 
yesterday, additional witnesses 
Were put on the stand today to 
show that Denhardt was of a “vio- 
lent“ nature. Lieut. J. C. Wyatt of 
the Kentucky State Police, and 
Louis Hall, a Louisville police de- 
tective, supported this point. Den- 
hardt was a brigadier and former 
adjutant-general of the Kentucky 
National Guard. 

The two daughters of Mrs. Tay- 
lor, Mrs. Mary Pryor Brown and 
Miss Frances Taylor, sat with their 
uncles, Roy and Jack Garr, again 
today as the defense neared the 
end of its testimony.

MISS SZE TELLS OF AID | 
GIVEN CHINA BY WOMEN 


Mme. Chiang and Her Sisters 
Typify War Feminists, She 
Says in Lecture. 


Chinese women are playing a 
part in the Chinese-Japanese strug- 
gle comparable to that of American 
women in the World War, Miss 
Mai-mai Sze, daughter of Dr. Sao- 
ke Alfred Sze, former Chinese Am- 
bassador to the United States, told 
the St. Louis Woman’s Club in an 
address yesterday afternoon. 

Their activity, she said, is pos- 
sible only because China has had 
a feminist revolution, which en- 
ables her women to take places 
alongside men in the professions 
and in business and political life. 
There was even, she related, a 
woman’s battalion taking part in 
recent fighting around Shanghai. 
Miss Sze said the “feminist revolu- 
tion” has affected dress and man- 
ners in China just as similar move- 
ments have done in other coun- 
tries. 

With a wave at her own boyish 
bob, she told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in an interview preceding 
the address that Chinese girls bob 
their hair, and as for makeup, 
“they knew about it centuries be- 
fore western women.” 

Her English Is Precise. 

Educated in England and at 
Wellesley College, from which she 
was graduated in 1931, Miss Sze 
described herself as “more western- 
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ized” than most Chinese women,

but her dress belied it. She wore 
a long, striking gown of green with 
wine-colored braid. She explained 
she wore Chinese garments when 
speaking in public, and also at 
night, but that she prefers Ameri- 
can clothes for day wear. Her 
English is so precise it attracted 
favorable comment two seasons 
ago when she appeared in a Chi- 
nese play in New York. She said 
this was her only stage experience 
and she considers art her profes- 
sion. She paints on silk both with 
oil and water colors, 

She thinks China has a “good 
chance to win” the present war. 

“My reason,” she explained, “is 
that it is less sensitive to the eco- 
nomic effects of war than Japan. 
Most Chinese provinces are almost 
wholly self-sufficient. Half tite 
country could be laid waste with- 
out impairing the economy of the 
other half. Japan has thrown all 
the force of her mechanized war 
machine into the struggle without 
making much of a dent, and China 
can last indefinitely.” 


Tells of Soong Sisters. . 

She told her audience that poets 
have painted “a false picture of 
Chinese women as beautiful and 
witless.” Instead of the China doll 
‘types, she said, three sisters of the 
Soong family typify modern Chi- 
nese womanhood. These are Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek, wife of the Gen- 
eralissimo and herself secretary of 
the nation’s air force; Mme. Sun 
Yat-sen, widow of the founder of 
the Chinese Republic, and Mme. H. 
H. Kung, wife of the Chinese Min- 
ister of Finance. The latter holds 
no official position but, Miss Sze 
said, wields great influence unoffi- 
cially. 

Until the present struggle united 
all factions in China, Miss Sze re- 
lated, Mme. Sun opposed the gov- 
ernment of her brother-in-law, Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek. At her husband’s 


death she sided with that “wing of 
her husband’s followers which gave 
a Communist interpretation to his 
teachings.” However, Miss Sze ex- 
plained Chinese Communism is a 
primitive co-operation among ag- 
rarian people and, she said, few 
Chinese Communists “have ever 
heard of Karl Marx and the ma- 
chine civilization around which he 
built his doctrine means nothing to 
them.” 

Miss Sze described Mme. Chiang 
as “the most powerful woman in 
any nation today” and as “the most 
westernized of the three Soong sis- 
ters.” 

Likening China today to the 
United States before adoption of 
the Constitution, Miss Sze said her 
country is “working toward” sta- 
bility and is engaged in a vast re- 
construction program, first steps 
in which were re-organization of 
the schools, roads and communica- 
tions.

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UNION DISPUTE ENDS 


Agreement Reached Between 
Arthur Schading’s Group 
and Hangers. 


The jurisdictional fight between 
Arthur Schading’s union of elec- 
tricians and the Sign Hangers’ 
Union, in which advertising sign 
companies were the chief sufferers, 
was settled yesterday. 
Henceforth, under terms of the 
settlement, sign hangers will hang 
signs, electricians will do the elee- 
trical work, and glass-blowers will 
be members of the electricians’ 
union, 

The jurisdictional fight, marked 
by five bombings of sign companies 
which did not deal with Schading’s 
union and the smashing of many 
of their signs, began last May when 
Schading demanded all the work 
connected with electrical signs for 
members of his union. 

The settlement was arranged at 
conferences between officers of the 
two unions, both chartered by the 
American Federation of Labor, 
which were held under the auspices 
of the Building Trades Council. A 
written agreement setting out terms 
of the settlement was signed yes- 
terday afternoon at Hotel Coro- 
nado. . 

John J. Church, secretary of the 
Building Trades Council, in an- 
nouncing the settlement, said elec- 
tricilans would return to work for 
the sign companies Monday “with- 
out prejudice.” During the dispute 
they had refused to work for those 


j companies which hired union sign 


hangers. 

, chief business agent of 
the electricians’ union, is under in- 
dictment in St. Louis, charged with 
attempting to extort $2000 from 
Henry R. Wendt, Kirkwood mo 
tion picture theater operator.

REDUCTION POLICY 


Says Compulsory Plan Has No 
Place in Sound, Permanent 


Farm Program. 


MERIDIAN, {fdaho, Oct. 22.— 
Compulsory reduction of erops— 
feature of the administration's past 
agricultural programs—has no 
place in “a sound, permanent agri- 
cultural policy,” Senator William 
E. Borah said last night in an ad- 
dress here. 

“If it is found necessary to draw 
on the public treasury in order to 
deal with the farm problem,” he 
said, “I would rather support & 
measure to buy up and store the 
surplus and see that it gets to those 
in need of it rather than to buy 
destruction.” 

Citing farm legislation as a sub- 
ject for the impending special ses- 
sion of Congress, Borah said: 

“Things which may be justified 
to meet an emergency may be ex- 
tremely unwise as a permanent 
policy. 

“In this country we have mil 
lions, literally millions, in great 
need of those things which it is pro- 
posed by some that we destroy. 

“When we advertise to the world 
that we are going to reduce our 
acreage in any world commodity it 
excites other nations to increase 
their acreage, which other nations 
now are doing. 

“The cotton producer is in almost 
as serious a condition now as he 
ever experienced. What has hap- 
pened to the cotton grower will in- 
evitably happen to those who pro- 
duce wheat or corn under the same 
policy.”

CINCINNATI, Oct. 22. — A Den- 

ver hotel manager testified in the 

murder trial of Anna Marie Hahn 


today that she registered at his 
hotel July 25 with George Oben- 
doerfer, who died a week later in 
Colorado Springs. 

Mrs. Hahn is charged with pois- 
oning Jacob Wagner, 78 years old, 
but a Court order today permitted 
testimony concerning deaths of 
other aged men, including Oben- 
doerfer, ‘67-year-old Cincinnati cob- 


bier. 

The State contends. Obendoerfer, 
Wagner and others were poisoned 
for their money. 

Louis Straub, who said he was a 
Denver City Councilman and man- 
ager of the Midland Hotel there, 
said Mrs. Hahn signed the register 


for Obendoerfer. The signature was 
offered in evidence. ; 
Straub testified that Mrs. Hahn 
was the only person to bring food 
to Obendoerfer’s room and that she 
refused to admit a maid. On the 
maid’s report that the room needed 
cleaning, he said he questioned 
Mrs. Hahn in his office. 
He Had $4.85. 

He said he inquired if the aged 
German had any money. 

He's broke; he has only $4.85,’” 
Straub quoted her as replying. 

A Cincinnati branch bank man- 
ager, August Geile, testified pre- 
viously that Obendoerfer drew $350 
from the bank July 16. 

Straub declared the pair and Mrs. 
Hahn’s 12-year-old son left July 
30, Mrs. Hahn telling him she had 
promised to see that Obendoerfer 
got to Colorado Springs. 

Before leaving, Straub said, she 
declared Obendoerfer had a check 
for $1000 and was looking for a 
chicken ranch. 

Straub said he saw Mrs. Hahn in 
his hotel again Aug. 2 and she told 
him “the old gentleman” was “do- 
ing nicely.” Obendoerfer died the 
day before. 

Defense counsel brought out on 
cross-examination that Obendoerfer 
and Mrs. Hahn had separate rooms. 

Pell P. Turner of the Park Ho- 
tel, Colorado Springs, testified just 
before a noon recess that Mrs. 
Hahn, her son and Obendoerfer 
registered there July 30. 

“She registered for him alone, 
then registered for herself about 
five minutes later,“ said Turner. 
“He looked like a very sick man.” 

Common Pleas Judge Charles S. 
Bell’s decision to admit testimony 
concerning the deaths of three oth- 
er elderly men came after a day 
of arguments by rival attorneys 
and after Outcalt declared that the 
State’s evidence was complete in 
Wagner’s death, which he said was 
accomplished by poisoning. 

The prosecutor said that as a re- 
sult of the ruling, he had many 
more witnesses to be heard. 

Judge Bell said: “While the gen- 
eral rule unquestionably is that a 
distinct crime in no way connected 
with that upon which the defendant 
stands indicted cannot be given in 


rule is not applicable to a case in 
which a connection between the of- 
fense charged and others of a simi- 
lar nature existed in the mind of 
the defendant.” 


To Alter Defense Plans. 

The Judge then granted a short 
recess while the defense prepared 
an objection of an undisclosed na- 
ture. Counsel indicated the ruling 
would alter their plans for defense. 
Outcalt named three Cincinnati- 
ans, Albert Palmer, 72 years old; 
George Gsellman, 67, and George 
Obendoerfer, as the poison victims 
of the woman on trial for the death 
of Wagner, 78. 
George Heis, a former coal com- 
pany collector, Outcalt described 
as “The only one of these individ- 
uals that are alive today.” 
Mrs. Hahn, the prosecutor added, 
defrauded Heis of $2000 of the com- 
pany’s collections and then mulcted 
Palmer in an attempt to pay back

The death of Obendoerfer in 
Colorado Springs, Colo., on Aug. 1, 
after Mrs. Hahn had accompanied 
him on a trip from Cincinnati, had 
been described previously. 

“Smoke Screen,” Says Defense. 

Chief Defense Counsel Joseph H. 
Hoodin, termed reference to the 
other deaths as “just another smoke 
screen to confuse the jury.” 

“The State hasn’t begun to prove 
that Mrs. Hahn administered poison 
to Wagner,” Hoodin told the Court. 

He contended the State had failed 

to establish that a bottle found in 
the woman’s home, containing what 
Outcalt said was poison similar to 
that found in Wagner’s body, ever 
belonged to her. 

Mrs. Hahn ignored most of the 
legal arguments, occupying herself 
by reading law books and tran- 
scrips of past testimony. Her hus- 
band, Philip, greeted her after she 
was taken back to jail.

Consuming too many soft drinks 
in warm weather may result in 
hyperinsulinism, a disease which fs 
the opposite of diabetes, Dr. Seale 
Harris of the University of Ala- 
bama declared today at the closing 
session of the assembly of the In- 
ter-State Postgraduate Medical As- 
sociation at Municipal Auditorium 

Many stout persons who are con- 
stantly hungry have the disease 
without being aware of it, he con- 
tinued. Strangely enough they may 
develop diabetes later, after the pan- 


crease has been exhausted. Dia- 
betes results from an accumulation 
of sugar in the blood, due to the 
failure of insulin in the body, se- 
creted by the pancreas, to burn the 
sugar fast enough. Hyperinsulin- 
ism, on the other hand, results from 
too little sugar in the blood. 


A person who has that disease, | of 


Dr. Harris explained, has an exces- 
sive appetite and is weak, nervous 
and irritable, unless he gets a lot 
of food, even between meals. He 
also has headaches and sometimes 
convulsions. The “hunger disease,” 
as it is called, Was first described 
in 923 and some of the best work 
on it was done at Washington Uni- 
versity by Dr. Evarts Graham, Dr.

Where the possibility of cancer of 
the stomach exists, the risk of op- 
eration is less than the risk of de- 
lay, he asserted. Regarding cancer 
of the breast and of the large in- 
testine, he said that 90 per cent of 
the cases are curable by surgery if 
caught early enough. 
Because teeth and the mouth are 
being kept cleaner, cancer of the 
tongue appears to be on the de- 
crease, Ogilvie said. Better diag- 
nosis and increased longevity may 
make it appear that all cancer 
Cases are on the increase, but ac- 
tually that is probably not the case, 
he asserted. 
Apparent Connection Between Can- 
cer and Sex Gland Activity. 
It is becoming apparent that there 
is a close connection between can- 
cer and abnormal sex gland activ- 
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ity, Dr. Emil Novak of Johns Hop- 
kine University asserted. Both 
male and female sex hormones are 
closely related to chemicals known 
to produce cancer in animals, he 
added. 

More has been learned about sex 
hormones in the last 25 years than 
in all the time before, he declared. 
Unfortunately the knowledge 
gained by research workers on the 
function of sex glands of women 
cannot be transferred quickly into 
methods of treating women with 
glandular troubles, he added. 


Scarlet Fever Cases Increasing; Fa- 
talities Decreasing. 


Although the number of deaths 
from scarlet fever is dropping, the 
number of cases is rising, Dr. John 
A. Toomey of Western Reserve 
University said. Diphtheria cases 
are decreasing but are more severe. 
Regarding mumps, the most com- 
mon cause of sterility in men, 
serum from patients who have re- 
covered is being used more widely 
to prevent the disease, he pointed 
out. 

Drugs Found to Cure Endocarditis 

1 in Dogs. 

Through the use of sulfanilamide 
and a mercurial drug it has been 
possible to cure dogs suffering from 
endocarditis, inflammation of the 
lining of the cavity of the heart, 
Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella of St. Louis 
University related. However, the 
same drugs have failed to cure hu- 
man beings. 

The difference may lie in the 
fact that human beings usually get 
the disease ag a result of rheu- 
matism, whereas the dogs get it by 
mechanical injury of their heart 
valves in the experimental] labora- 
tory, he continued. The experiment 
has reached the stage now where 
dogs cured. of endocarditis are be- 
ing reinfected with the germs. It 
is expected that they will now more 
closelyl approximate the problem 
presented in curing human beings. 

At present there is no known 
cure for endocarditis in human be- 
ings, Dr. Kinsella pointed out. Ex- 
perimentation with dogs began 20 
years ago. After they are inoculat- 
ed with streptococci, they appar- 
ently get the same type of endo- 
carditis ag that found in human be- 
ings, he said. 


Diverticulitis Has Symptoms Simi 
lar to Appendicitis. 


In 10 out of 200 persons, small 
pouches form along the bowel, and 
in one of 200 the pouches become 
inflamed, producing a disease 
known as diverticulitis, Dr. Fred 
W. Rankin of Lexington, Ky., ex- 
plained. Symptoms produced by 
the disease are exactly like those 
of appendicitis, except that the 
pain is on the left side. Some 
symptoms are quite similar to 
those of cancer, but there seems 
to be no relation between the two, 
he asserted. The ailment, proba- 
bly due to a congenital defect, is 
accurately recognized by X-ray 
diagnosis.

TRYING TO TRACE 
ROSS RANSOM BILL 


Investigators Go Over Route 
of Insurance Man to Whom 
Note Was Traced. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22—Finding of 
a ransom bill intensified the search 
for Charles E Ross and his abduc- 
tors today and led investigators to 
believe the kidnaping was the work 
of a Chicago gang. 

Federal yoo focused their 
search on the Chicago area when 
Mrs. Clara Ludwig, 41 years old, a 
railroad freight clerk, found she 
possessed a $10 bill which was part 
of the $50,000 ransom paid by the 
family of Ross. .

Federal agents immediately ques 
tioned Wernecke at his home and 
then accompanied him on an auto- 
mobile tour which presumably took 
them to policy holders on the collec- 
tor’s route. They refused to deny or 
confirm a report that other ransom 
bills have been uncovered. 

Federal agents sought to en- 
courage close inspection of $5, $10 
and $20 notes by explaining the 
Government would exchange all 
ransom bills found. Lists of the 
serial numbers of the 5250 ransom 
bills were distributed Tuesday. The 
ransom is thought to have been 
paid on or before Oct. 8. 

Police investigated a possible 
link between an automobile seized 
on the South Side yesterday and 
the kidnaping. The automobile was 
found in a private garage and con- 
tained a rifle, a sawed-off shotgun, 
seven boxes of cartridges, two pairs 
of goggles, and three masks. 

Miss Florence Freihage, former 
secretary to Ross who was with 
him the night of the kidnaping, 
reported three men were in the 
kidnapers’ car.

“From Europe Bolshevism pene- 
trates to mission fields, using 
methods of the most clever astute- 
ness and efficacy.” 

Archbishop Costantini declared 
that “in China, where Communism 
already has shown itself, the good. 
sense of the Chinese people has 
revolted, and a movement toward 
conversion to Catholicism is in pro- 
gress as it never was in the past.” 

The Archbishop assailed Com- 
munism as “anti-Christ in the Mis- 
sions” and its propagandists as 
“missionaries of satan.” He urged 
“missionaries to stress that all that 
is good and practicable in Com- 
munist doctrine has been “already 
found in the gospels.” He said: 

“A missionary in China was cap- 
tured by Communists and taken be- 
fore a so-called tribunal. The judges 
said to him: 

“You missionaries delude your- 
selves. There is no God. There is 
no future life. Therefore you are 
dangerous and infamous. Our 
greatest enemy is the Pope. 

“The tremendous crisis which be- 
sets noble and generous Spain 
teaches us that pompous proces- 
sions and gorgeous ceremonies are 
not sufficient to combat Bolshe- 
vism. To meet the Bolshevist peril 
one must go deeper, impressing and 
radiating in souls the living Christ, 
that is to say, a cognizant ardor of 
faith and charity which renders the 
spirit invincible in the face of death 
and in the face of torments more 
horrible than death.“ 

Respect for Native Oustoms. 

Missionary action to combat Com- 
munism, he said, calls for “respect 
of different peoples and acceptance 
of their customs and laws, provided 
they are not’ contrary to the laws 
of God.” 

He said that social assistance by 
missions, “based on collaboration of 
capital and labor and more equal 
distribution of riches and better 
conditions of life for the poor,” al- 
ready had shown its efficacy in 
preventing the “infection of Com- 
munism” especially in South Africa 
and Kenya.

Commission Members to Go to 
Memphis, Tenn., to Discuss 
Deal With Owners. 

The commission of Southeast 
Missouri residents, appointed by 
Gov. Stark to establish a public 
forest reservation in Mississippi 
County around the Big Oak, the 
largest of the bur oak variety in 
the State, plans to confer next week 
with executives of lumber compa- 
nies to obtain options, if possible, 
on the land desired, H. G. Simp- 
son of Charleston, secretary of the 
commission, said today to a 

Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Authority to obtain options was 
given the commission by the State 
Parks Board and thé State Wild 
Life Conservation Commission. 
Simpson said he and State Senator 
J. C. McDowell, chairman of the 
Big Oak commission, would go to 
Memphis, Tenn., confer with exec- 
utives of the Shannon Bros. Lum- 
ber Co. and the Mississippi Valley 
Hardwood Co., Inc., which own the 
land on which the Big Oak stands 
and its surrounding tracts desired 
for the reservation. 

A. private citizen has offered to 
purchase 80 acres of timber land 
around the tree and present it to 
the State, if obtainable at a rea- 
sonable price, and if the commis- 
sion obtains sufficient other land 
to make up at least a 1000-acre pres- 
ervation. Another citizens hag of- 
fered 140 acres of cut-over land. 
The commission is conducting a 
campaign for funds to purchase 
some of the land.

The league’s Executive Committee 
voted him a monthly pension of 
$150. 

Dr. Russell said at a testimonial 
dinner in observance of his eighty- 
second birthday that he would con- 
tinue to act as an adviser to the 
league and other dry organization 
movements.

Examiner Seagle Recom- 
mends Payment of Back 
Wages to Discharged 
Shoe Workers at Union. 


REPORT UPHOLDS 
CHARGES BY CI O 


Intimidation and Fostering 
of Company Union Al- 
leged — Concern to File 
Exceptions. 


A recommendation that the Ham- 
fiton-Brown Shoe Co. offer re-em- 


_ ployment and back wages to 178 


former employes, alleged to have 
been discharged last May and June 
because of union activities at the 
company’s Union (Mo.) plant, was 
contained in an intermediate re- 
port filed today by Trial Exam- 
iner William Seagle of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

The report of more than 90 pages 
sustained charges by the C I O 
United Shoe Workers of America 
that the concern had violated four 
of the five unfair labor practices 
listed in the National Labor Rela- 


tions Act. It covered the testimony 
of more than 100 witnesses in a 
Labor Board hearing at Union last 
July. 

The firm was instructed also to 
withdraw recognition from the Com- 
mercial Shoe Workers’ Organiza- 
tion, an independent union, which 
was attacked in the hearing as a 
“company union,” and to offer to 
bargain collectively with Local 125 
of the C I O union. 


Alleged Unfair Practices. 


Examiner Seagle contended in his 
report that the firm had intimi- 
dated its employes, had urged citi- 
zens and civic bodies of Union to 
fight the “outside union” and had 
fostered and dominated the inde- 
pendent union. In all of the par- 
ticulars, the report recommended 
that the company cease and desist 
‘from the alleged unfair labor prac- 
tices. 

Luke E. Hart of St. Louis, com- 
pany president, who was served 
with a copy of the report, declined 
to estimate the cost to the concern 
if it complied with the order. He 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that a list of exceptions would be 
filed within the 10-day period al- 
lowed by the report. 

“The findings of the examiner is 
a complete acceptance of every con- 
tention made by the Government,” 
Hart asserted. “It ignores obvious 
and glaring inconsistencies in the 
testimony of the Government’s own 
witnesses. And it evidences the ap- 
parent determination af the exam- 
iner throughout the hearing to ar- 
rive at the result which has been 
announced.” 

Specific Charges. 

Specifically the shoe company 
Was charged with restraining em- 
ployes from exercise of their rights 
under the Wagner act, formation 
and administration of a labor or- 
ganization; discrimination because 
of union membership, and refusal 
to bargain collectively. The names 
of more than 200 former employes, 
who were said to have been illegal- 
ly discharged, were listed on the 
complaints. 

Examiner Seagle found that 81 
employes were discharged for union 
activities, beginning May 3. The 
report stated that 97 men and 
women were discharged on June 28, 
when they refused to join the Com- 
mercial Shoe Workers. Seagle de- 
clared the firm had used the ex- 
cuse of a slack period as a “golden 
opportunity” to dismiss as many 
union members as possible. 

Hart, Seagle commented, initiat- 
ed a campaign to “undermine and 
destroy the CIO union,” while a 
strike was in progress at the plant 
early in May. The examiner 
charged that Sheriff John 7. 
Giebler of Franklin County had 
made himself useful“ in assisting 
in fighting the union. 

“The CIO in general and the 
United Shoe Workers in particu- 
lar were vilified and denounced,” 
the report stated. “There was cred- 
ible evidence that at least one 
union meeting was spied upon on 

behalf of the respondent.” 

Seagle charged that Ludy Nie- 
bruegge, former city collector and 
now an employe at the Union plant, 
was “the link between respondent’s 
officers and agents and the lead- 
ing citizens of the community, who 
joined- them in the commission of 
many unfair labor practices 
charged in the complaint.” 


Says CIO Had Majority. 


The examiner reported that the 
CIO local had 374 members, or 
more than a majority of the plant’s 
632 employes, when requests for 
collective bargaining were denied 
by Hart on May 17 and June 1. On 
the other hand, Seagle charged 
that the independent union had 
fewer than 200 applicants when its 
request to the company for an in- 
terview was granted. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board may issue a final order after 


the respondent’s bill of exceptions 


has been considered. The board has 
no power to enforce its orders, but 
must carry the cases, in the event 
of non-compliance, to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals,

DEFENSE ALLOWED 
TO BRING INNRA

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 22.—Wal 


ter Paul Jacobi of Tulsa, Ok., whe 
testified in the Federal Govern- 
ment’s gasoline price fixing case 
that he served on a committee 
which recommended prices in @ 
major oil companies’ buying pro- 
gram, said during cross-examina- 
tion today he bought gasoline at 
prices below published quotations, 

Referring frequently to two large 
charts showing published spot 
prices during 1935 and 1936, Jacobi, 
purchasing agent for Socony-Vac- 
uum and Wadhams Oil companies, 
testified he bought third grade gaso- 
line in the Mid-Continent oil field 
during the program, mostly at % to 
„ cent below the “low” published 
quotations. 

He said he made certain pur 
chases at the published “low” bee 
cause the gasoline had a guaran 
teed higher octane rating than avere 
age third grade gasoline in the Mid- 
Continent field. 

In direct examination by the Gov- 
ernment earlier in the week, Jacobi 
said the price increases he recom 
mended usually became “the mar- 
ket” and were followed by rises in 
the quotations. 

“Beat Down” Prices. 

Jacobi admitted yesterday he 
“beat down” prices of small refin- 
eries for “distress” gasoline and 
that he had the reputation of being 
a “hard trader.” 

Judge Patrick T. Stone opened 
the way yesterday for attorneys 
representing 23 defendant oil com- 
panies to present a defense based 
on the invalidated N R A and 1935 
conditions in the oil industry. 

In a one-hour informal discus- 
sion in open court, with more than 


40 attorneys gathered about his 
desk, Judge Stone indicated that 
the defense had the right to at- 
tempt to show that the defendants 
acted in good faith, that the de- 
fense was entitled to show facts 
and circumstances surrounding 
their activities, and to go as far 
as it can to prove formal or ap- 
parent Governmental authority for 
the oil companies’ gasoline buying. 

Although Judge Stone denied the 
motion which precipitated the de- 
bate—the move of the defense to 
offer copies of the N R A petrole- 
um code and President Roosevelt s 
approval thereof in evidence at this 
point of the trial—he permitted the 
defense, in cross-examination of 
principal Government witnesses to 
date, to bring up the subject of the 
code. 

Expected to Admit Exhibits. 

The judge said, however, the de- 
fense might offer these exhibits 
again later, and indicated he would 
admit them. 

At the opening of the trial nearly 
three weeks ago, Judge Stone, on 
motion of Government counsel, 
warned Chief Defense Counsel Wil- 
liam J. Donovan not to claim the 
Government’s approval of the com- 
panies’ activities unless he could of- 
fer formal proof—which Special 
Prosecutor John Henry Lewin de- 
fined as written approval by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or of Secretary of 
the Interior Harold Ickes, petro- 
leum administrator.

BOSTON, Oct. _ The Boy

yesterday as militaristic by Joseph

“Army and reserve officers are 
held up to them (the Boy Scouts) 
as models and they are inculcated 
with the idea that war is glori- 
ous. They should be educated to 
take advantage of their creative 
ability, not in military ideals.” He 
said bugles were used in the 
Scouts “to. whip up a militaristie 
spirit” and asserted the uniform 
created a similar feeling.

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LICENSING OF GOAL, 


» COKE DEALERS VOTED 


Measure, Part of Smoke Abate- 
ment Program, Effective 
When Mayor Signs. 


An ordinance for licensing and 

- bonding all dealers in solid fuel— 

coal and coke—was passed unani- 

mously by the Board of Aldermen 
today. 

It is an administration measure, 
intended to assist in the movement 
for smoke abatement. Mayor Dick- 
mann announced he would sign it 
promptly. As it carries an emergen- 
cy clause, it will become effective 
as soon as approved by the Mayor. 

The fuel dealers will have to fur- 
nish surety bonds of $1000 each to 
guarantee against violation of this 
‘or any other pertinent ordinance. 
The annual license fee, for the cal- 
endar year, will be $10. 

Amount of the bond was reduced 
by the aldermanic Public Safety 
Committee from $1500 and of the 
license fee from $50: The bill was 
passed under suspension of the 
rules when reported by the com- 
‘mittee. 

Provisions of Ordinance. 
No person,” the ordinance pro- 
vides, “shall produce, import or 
haul any solid fuel, nor shall any 

person store any solid fuel for im- 
mediate or future hauling, for use 
in the city of St. Louis, without 
first obtaining a solid fuel per- 
mit. 
~ Exemption is made, however, of 
peddlers, defined as those selling 
coal by the bag, basket or bushel 
measure in lots of less than 1000 
‘pounds. 

Hauling of fuel will be limited 
to vehicles owned or controlled by 

‘permittees and registered by them 
“with the Smoke Commissioner. The 
vehicles must display on their sides, 

im letters at least three inches high, 
the names and addresses of permit- 
tees and the permit, numbers. 

Sources from which each dealer 
obtains his supply of fuel must be 
filed with the Smoke Commissioner, 
and any changes of source report- 
ed. The commissioner and his in- 
spectors will have access to the 
premises and supplies of licensed 

dealers. 


The surety bonds would protect 
«the city or any person against 
losses, es, fines or penalties 
“incurred through any violation of 
the law by the permittee. Specifical- 
dy they would be to “save harmless 
any purchaser.” 

A fine of $10 to $500 is provided 
for violation of the ordinance. 
Smoke Commissioner Raymond R. 
‘Tucker, until recently Mayor Dick- 
mann’s secretary, was in the al- 
dermanic chambers today, lobbying 
‘for passage of the measure. He 
will have the authority to approve 
applications for permits, but will 
notify the Board of Public Service 
of any applications rejected. 

1 Two Vetoes Sustained. 

Vetoes“ by Mayor Dickmann of 
bills to repeal authority for erect- 
ing two highway toll bridges over 

the Mississippi were sustained by 
the board. In the case of the bridge 
proposed for the vicinity of Frank- 
lin avenue by the city of East St. 
“Louis the vote to uphold the veto 
Was 24 to 4. In the case of a pro- 
posal by St. Clair County, for a 
bridge landing near Mullanphy 
ptreet, the vote was 26 to 2. 
The Mayor rejected the repealers 
because public hearings had not 
been held on them and because he 
regarded the previous ordinances 
as contracts. Alderman Otto L. 
Lietchen, sponsor of the repealers, 
expressed the opinion that neither 
bridge would be built and said 
their backers had been seeking to 
sell bonds on the structures. He 
declared the crossings were un- 
necessary. 

Bills were introduced as follows: 
To appropriate $30,000 of munici- 
pal revenue for resurfacing nine 
miles of streets this winter, with the 
aid of $190,000 offered by the 
WPA for employment of 700 men, 
and with the addition of $30,000 
worth of rock from the Workhouse 

quarry; for appointment by the 
Mayor of an unsalaried commission 
of 15, whose expenses would be paid, 
to arrange an exhibit for the 1939 
world’s fair in New York; to re- 
quire all telephone subscribers, 
without exception, to clean tele- 
phone mouthpieces monthly with a 
proper disinfectant; to increase the 
automobile parking limit from one 
to two hours in the district bound- 
ed by Fourth, Eighteenth and Mar- 
ket streets and Franklin avenue. 

Public hearings were announced 
as follows: Next Wednesday, 2 p. 
m., on a bill for taxing garages 
and parking lots; Nov. 3, 1:30 p. m., 
on a bill to prohibit all daytime 
parking downtown. 


GRANTWOOD VILLAGE PETITION

BIRD GANG MEMBER 
ADMITS BANK HOLDUPS 


Escaped Missouri © Convicé 
Pleads Guilty Judge Con- 
siders Death Penalty. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 22. — With a 
crime record of 19 years, including 
murder and bank robbery, James 
Widmer faces a second life sen- 
tence—or possible execution. 

Widmer, 31-year-old member of 
the Bird Brothers’ gang, pleaded 
guilty yesterday before United 
States District Judge Paul Jones 
of participating in three Cleveland 
bank robberies. : 

Informed he faced a possible 
death penalty because of kidnap- 
ing a bank employe during one of 
the holdups, Widmer replied: 1 
might as well be dead as alive, III 
plead guilty to everything.” 

Judge Jones ordered a search 
for a ruling on whether a Judge 
alone is empowered to impose 
death. The law reads that a Judge 
may pronounce such sentence if 
recommended by a jury. Life sen- 
tence is mandatory. 

Widmer was returned here yes- 
terday from Philadelphia, where he 
was captured last week in a stolen 
car. His fellow ‘ugitives, Frank 
and Charles Bird, remain at large. 
They all escaped from jail here 
Sept. 22. All are convicts who es- 
caped from the Missouri penitenti- 


ary. 

Widmer and Theodore Slapik, the 
fourth man in the jail break, fought 
with manacled hands when they, 
met in the questioning room yester- 
day. Sheriff Martin L. O'Donnell 
and seven deputies subdued them, 
Widmer had called Slapik a liar, 
Slapik was recaptured here. 

Widmer received his first prison 
sentence in 1918, was convicted in 
1926 of first degree murder and 
sentenced to life in the Missouri 
penitentiary, from which he es 
capted early this year.

Japanese Display 27 to Prove 
That They Have Cap- 
tured Some.

8Y SHANGHAI, Oct. 22.—Seeking to 
prove that Japanese forces at 
Shanghai are taking some prison- 
ers, Japanese naval authorities per- 
mitted an Associated Press corre- 
spondent yesterday to visit a 
Chinese Buddhist temple where he 
was shown 27 captives. Most of 
the prisoners were young coolies 
or farm lads, clad in a motley ar- 
ray of uniforms. One said he was 
16 years old. The others were little 
older, 

The visit served only to strength- 
en frequent reports that in much 
of the fighting around Shanghai 
neither side takes prisoners. Jap- 
anese naval officers said the 27 
were all the prisoners taken by 
Japanese naval forces since the be- 
ginning of the Shanghai conflict 
more than two months ago, al- 
though they have been in actions 
involving more than 50,000 men. 

The Japanese army, which has 
taken part in much larger opera- 
tions in this war zone, was said to 
have 600 Chinese prisoners in a 
camp in Yangtzepoo, but these have 
not been shown to foreigners. 

The navy’s prison camp is in the 
Chinese Buddhist “temple of the 
three basic ways.” The prisoners 
appeared well fed and apparently 
are well treated. 

Japanese officers said the prison- 
ers slept in the monks’ cells, did 
not have to work and were permit- 
ted to take exercise and play mah 
jongg. 

An ironic touch was supplied by 
big Chinese characters painted on 
walls of the temple courtyard mean- 
ing “peace” and “self-government.” 


CITY'S INCOME INCREASES — 
IN LAST HALF OF FISCAL YEAR 


Comptroller’s Report Shows $1,133,- 
381 More Collected Than in 
First Six Months of Period. . 

A report of municipal receipts 
and expenditures for the first half 
of the fiscal year, ending Oct. 12, 
issued by Comptroller Louis Nolte 
today, showed that income for this 
period was $1,133,381 greater than 
in the first six months of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, while disburse- 
ments increased $596,188. 

For the first half of the currént 
year receipts were $5,323,463 snd 
disbursements $10,039,367. In the 
first half of the preceding year re- 
ceipts were $4,190,080 and disburse- 
ments $9,443,179. Income in the last 
half of the fiscal year is always 
higher than in the first half. 

Receipts of the last six months 
included $1,975,527 in delinquent 
} general taxes due the municipal 
revenue fund. The current budget 
counted on $2,350,000 from this 
source for the entire year but since 
the budget was prepared the city 
has tried to collect back taxes in 
much greater volume, to offset the 
deficit and meet various needs. In 
the first half of the previous fiscal 
year, delinquent tax collections 
were $1,196,308, and in the whole 
year, $2,381,284. 

Income through the License Col- 
lector’s office was $1,622,616 in the 
first half of this year, compared 
with $1,446,065 in the equivalent pe- 
riod of last year, an increase of 
$176,551. This inclu appreciable 
increases in the yield of the city 
gasoline tax and merchants’ and 
manufatcurers’ license taxes. ‘

Wives and children 
have been watching and when it is 
over there are little family re- 
unions, fathers holding their babies, 
awkwardly because of the rifle and 
the other military accouterments 
that burden them. 

Afterward we go into a great 
gloomy hall in El Escorial (which 
is also the name of the town) to see 
an exhibit of trench newspapers, 
the periodico murales that flourish 
all along the front. High up on 
the dim walls are dark toned re- 
ligious paintings. Pinned on buile- 
tin boards in a square about the 
room are the newspapers, some of 
them done in mimeograph, some of 
them hand-written, most of them 
illustrated with crude, bright car- 
toons. One of these cartoons bears 
the caption: “The parasite of the 
rearguard,” showing slothful idlers 
who are contributing nothing to 
the war. Another newspaper has 
an editorial headed, “Take care of 
your clothing because it is given to 
you by the state and state is you.” 

In the street before the hotel and 
in the hotel itself are masses of 
men in uniform. There is to be a 
banquet in honor of one of the offi- 
cers of the division and we are told 
it is. doubtful that there will be 
room for us at lunch, They p on 
filing in. There are men with band 
instruments. Today is Sunday and 
the impression is that the entire 
division has had leave for the ban- 
quet or merely to stroll in the 
sunny street. 

No, there is no place for lunch 
but our excellent guide, Aurora 
Riano, saves us once again. We 
have been given permission to 
lunch at staff headquarters, which 
is in a private house a little way 
out of the town. ; 

Youth With Epaulettes. 

Nine young men are seated 
around the long dining table and at 
the head is the wife of one of these 
commanding officers. All the offi- 
cers of the division at El Escorial 
are said to be under 26 years old, 
and the Lieutenant-Colonel, the 
head of the division, is only 23. 
Two or three had the benefit of of- 
ficers’ training before the rebellion, 
but the others have been trained 
since the conflict began. The food 
is extremely simple and there is lit- 
tle ceremony. But the talk that 
runs around the table is good-na- 
tured, easy. The crop-headed boy 
with horn-rimmed glasses—he looks 
hardly more than a boy—has a live- 
ly sense of humor and keeps the 
others laughing. 

What has happened here has 
happened at almost every stop we 
have made in Spain: Aurora Riano 
has found a friend out of the past. 
And there is that exchange of news 
about where so-and-so is and what 
front someone else is fighting on, 
full of warmth out of the past that 
draws them together. You have a 
strong sense of the part that youth 
is playing, as well as of the cruel 
divisions that civil war brings. Au- 
rora has a brother fighting on 
Franco’s side, she has had no word 
of him since the war began. A great 
many of these young people, one 
gathers, were of the upper middle- 
class; graduates of an Instituto Es- 
cuela, the progressive schools 
which were sponsored by liberals 
in Spain. 

Famous Paintings Removed. 

After lunch we get in a visit to 
the monastery, down long echoing 
corridors with great vaulted ceil- 
ings, all in granite of a somber 
gray. The finest pictures, the Gre- 
cos and the Titians, are gone, leav- 
ing big blank spaces on the walls. 
They have been taken, we are told, 
to Valencia for safekeeping, since 
the front is only about four miles 
distant. The place has a dusty, de- 
serted air and the official guide 
who takes the party through—15 
people have come along on this ex- 
tra-curricular sightseeing tour—has 
difficulty finding the right keys to 
open the massive doors. In the 
crypt are the tombs of the Spanish 
kings, ornate in black marble and 
gold, with that last vacant niche 
waiting for Alfonso XIII, who is in 
exile, 

The Trench School. 

And then to the trench school 
which here is in an adequate build- 
ing in the town. No contrast could 
be greater. There is a display of 
posters done by beginning artists, 
a number that show surprising tal- 
ent, powerful and vigorous, all in 
bright, crude colors. The director 
of the school does not try to con- 
ceal his pride in this exhibit. With 
his serious, polite manner he asks 
us if we will write our opinions of 
the display, providing a notebook 
and a fountain pen which he has 
had ready for the purpose. In the 
school and recreation rooms of an- 
other wing a few men are writing, 
others reading and playing chess. 
But because this is a day of leave 
they are mostly roaming the town. 

In the street, as we come out into 
the slanting light of late afternoon, 
are two great black bullocks yoked 
to a wooden cart with enormous 
wooden wheels, plodding, timeless,

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And around the corner, slithering 
on two wheels, comes a military 
car, full of uniformed figures, 
across the back on a fluttering can- 
vas a slogan painted in red and 
white. It is the old Spain and the 
new, with hardly room for both in 
the’narrow street. Down at the end 
are the mountains, black against 
the fading sky. 

MADRID-VALENCIA HIGHWAY. 

It is a morning of bright sun and 
on the way out through the brief 
suburbs men are cleaning the 
streets. Eut early as we are, the 
two-wheeled carts bringing produce 
and wine to the city are on the 
highway before us, two and some- 
times three mules hitched one in 
front of the other, the big one in 
the rear, the little ones in front. 
There are bells on the mules’ har- 
ness that make a pleasant jingling 
sound and often the leather can- 
opy over the driver and his family 
is in color. 

We have had no breakfast, of 
course, and we stop at a roadside 
stand for a Spanish dish called 
churros — a remote cousin of the 
American doughnut. A batter is 
fried in long ropelike strands in- 
deep fat, so that it is crisp and 
sweet. Peasant carters, a few sol- 
diers are eating churros and drink- 
ing with it a thick, sweetish wine, 
standing close to the fire to escape 
the chill morning air. Our chauf- 
feur buys a dozen strands—no other 
word seems possible—of churros 
and ties them together with a piece 
of grass. No de luxe service at this 
roadside stand. 

Ancient Customs Unchanged. 

About 50 miles from Madrid our 
car at last breaks down, fortunate- 
ly in a village street. Huge trucks 


and military camions roar through 
this small town. A military repair 
depot is situated here, again fortu- 
nately for us. But the life of the 
town goes on as it did five centu- 
ries ago, 10 centuries ago. 

Perhaps a hundred yards off the 
highway is the square, with the vil- 
lage fountain in the center. Here 
the young girls come from every 
household to get water in earthen 
jars, which they carry home ‘on 
their shoulders or their heads. It 
is a place for loitering and gossip, 
and exchange of village news. On 
the square is the church, with its 
windows and doors boarded up, a 
look of having been long untenant- 
ed, 


A Wayside Bazaar. 


Almost on the highway, in a dusty 
open place with house doors open- 
ing off it, a woman peddler has 
spread her wares. This is depart- 
ment store and Woolworth’s com- 
bined, this pathetic stock of goods 
from the outside world, arranged 
on a black cloth in the dust. Cel- 
luloid dolls, the cheapest kind of 
women’s stockings, needles, thread, 
cheap finery, nursing rings for ba- 
bies, ribbons and gewgaws. There 
seem to be few purchasers, but 
many, and especially children, look 
longingly at this fabulous bazaar. 

It is virtually the only intrusion; 
otherwise the economy of the vil- 
lage appears to be as simple as 
that of Bethlehem at the time of the 
birth of Christ. And, you inevitably 
reflect, softened by a complex civ- 
ilization, the accommodations for 
strangers would be about as ade- 
quate. If that frail, tinny little car 
is ever repaired ... 

Fixing the Car. 
Things are definitely happening

to the motor. A military repair 
man has been found who is getting 
down to business, almost sub- 
merged in the machine as in the 
mouth of a small, snappish croco- 
dile. When he looks up he grins, 
a handsome face with a smear of 
grease over his forehead. It seems 
that he was up until after 4 o’clock 
in the morning playing the piano 
at a wedding. Our chauffeur woke 
him out of a sound sleep but he 
does not seem to mind. 

It will be an hour longer. That 
is definite and reassuring. The 
whole village has come to life and 
men, women and children—not to 
mention dogs that are bone thin— 
saunter about the dusty plaza. The 
village beggar, a woman who limps, 
comes asking for alms in a croak- 
ing voice, squinting her reddened 
eyes at us, clinging to the crooked 
stick she walks with, whining in 
a doleful and perhaps too profes- 
sional way. 

No Charge and a Glass of Wine. 

The car will run, thanks to the 
military repair man, his friends 
and a group of villagers who have 
offered advice and philosophy. The 
repair man, tall and looking taller 
in dark blue coveralls, is satisfied 
with his handiwork. May I give 
him some money, a present? Oh, 
no, no, not at all, he smiles, this is 
his job. So we all have a drink of 
wine standing 'in the dusty plaza, 
and he has given us the wine, too. 
“Salud!” We are off again, the lit- 
tle chauffeur driving like a fiend, 
the car groaning and creaking in 
an ominous way as we teeter 
around the corners. 


We go through villages, not un- 
like the one at which wegstopped, 
that have been destroyed by bomb- 
ers so that human life is all but 
obliterated. Here are no _ stout- 
walled basements, no refugios, no 
warning, merely death, or, worse 
still, terrible injury. In one town 
the gasoline station has been 
bombed out three times in three 
different places and back of the 
present pumps is a twisted ruin of 
metal and glass where the latest 
attempt did not quite succeed. 


In the Gabriel River Valley are 
hairpin turns down and up that 
make a kind of wild-eyed roller 
coaster. We double back on our 
course again and again, the mad 
little chauffeur scarcely slacken- 
ing speed. It is impossible that 
the car will hold together. You can 
understand how difficult it is to 
get big trucks over this road, dur- 
ing the long fall rains, at night. 
And you can realize what this 
means in relation to Madrid’s food 


supply. 
AIR RAID IN VALENCIA. 


In Valencia there are American 
friends. We are saying that it is 
beautifully quiet here, the right 
kind of war, one in which nothing 
happens. It is at this precise mo- 
ment that the warning sirens be- 
gin—thin at first and then deepen- 
ing, deepening until the sound splits 
the air. The lights are flickering 
on and off and now they are off for 
good all over the city. 

We grope our way up the broad, 
pitch-dark stairs, striking matches. 
Other people, sensible people, are 
going down to the basement. But 
the opinion of experts, connoisseurs 
in this war business, is that it 
makes no difference where you are 
in the building if a bomb hits. You 
are as likely to be killed in the 
basement as on the top floor. And 
besides you can see much better

Flores resigned Monday when Var- 
gas ordered State troops put under 
Federal control. 


MOVE FOR SPANISH TRUCE 


Ambassador Suggests Conference 
With Loyalists and Franco 
Participating. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.— Pedro 
Martinez Fraga, Cuban Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, said today 
he had received instructions from 
his Government to consult with the 
United States State Department on 
the possibility of joint American 
action for an armistice in the 
Spanish civil war. 

The attitude of the Cuban Gov- 
ernment,’ the Ambassador said, is 
that definite action should be 
taken by the American nations par- 
ticularly in view of the close his- 
torical relationships existing be- 
tween the Americas and Spain. 

In the event that common con- 
sent of the American governments 
is obtained, he added, the Valencia 
Government and the Franco ad- 
ministration would be asked to par- 
ticipate in a conference seeking a 
basis for a truce and eventual set- 
tlement of the conflict. 

“Cuba,” the Ambassador said, 
“proposes the idea. It is now up 
to the American governments to 
decide further details.” 


CHINESE ABDUCTORS DEMAND 
$14,500 RANSOM FOR PRIEST 


Choir Boy Kidnaped With the Rev. 
G. A. Donovan Returns to 
Mukden With Note. 

By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, Oct. 22.—A Chinese al- 
tar boy, kidnaped Oct. 5 with the 
Rev. Gerard A. Donovan, has re- 
turned to Mukden with a note from 
the bandit abductors demanding 
50,000 Chinese dollars (about $14,- 
500) for the missionary’s release, 
dispatches from Mukden said to- 
day. 

The boy was released near Tsing- 
yuan, 100 miles east of Mukden, 
Manchoukuo. He reported the mis- 
sionary was well treated but im- 
proper food had aggravated a 
chronic stomach ailment. 

Father Donovan, formerly of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., was kidnaped from 
the Maryknoll Catholic Mission at 
Fushun by five bandits. Fushun 
is 30 miles east of Mukden. 


(The Rev. Hugh Lavery of the 
Maryknoll Mission in Los Angeles, 
Cal., was quoted Oct. 19 as saying 
he had been informed by cable dis- 
patch that the Rev. Donovan had 
been rescued, unharmed.) 


Navy Transport to Leave Orient. 
By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22, — 
Word was received here today the 
Navy transport Chaumont will leave 
the Orient for San Francisco Nov. 
23 with officers, families and men 
from the China war zone. It will 
arrive Dec. 15. The stern of the

BRITISH PREMIER 
ASSAILS TALK OF 


BOYCOTTING PAN 


Chamberlain. Tells Com- 
mons Conference of Pow- 
ers Must First Seek Way 
to Peace in Far East. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 22. — Prime Mine 
ister Neville Chamberlain de- 
nounced talk of economic sanctions 
against Japan and commended Italy 


for her move to withdraw volun- 
teers from Spain as he defended 
Great Britain’s foreign policy in 
the House of Commons last night. 

Concluding a bitter eight-hour 
debate on the opening day of Par- 
liament’s reassembly, in which 
Laborites accused the Government 
of encouraging the Chinese-Japan- 
ese conflict by failure to stand by, 
the League of Nations, the Prime 
Minister declared: 

“Pending rejuvenation of the 
League ... we have got to find 
practical means for restoring peace 
in the world.” 

Liberal Assails Cabinet. 

Earlier in the debate, Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair, leader of the opposi- 
tion Liberals, condemned the. Gove 
ernment for failure to co-operate 
with the United States. 

“In the past, we have not been 
successful in obtaining that co- 
operation of the United States 
which is one of the dearest objects 
in the foreign policy of members 
of all parts of the House,” Sir 
Archibald said. 

“I say, let us not fail to geize 
this opportunity with both hands 
which President Roosevelt’s speech 
has given us—this glorious oppor- 
tunity of lining up with the United 
States to defend those ideals of 
peace and justice which are com- 
mon to our two countries, France 
and all great democratic countries.” 

Sir Archibald recommended an 
appeal for mediation of the Chinese- 
Japanese conflict and said if that 
failed that economic must 


pressure 
be prepared with sufficient force to 


make it effective. 

“We cannot act alone,” he de 
clared. “The country that must 
take the lead, as the speeches of 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Stimson 
have shown, must be the United 
States with her immense interests 
in the Far East and without our 
preoccupations in Europe. 

“But I do beg that the Govern- 
ment make it clear that if the 
United States will act, then we

mission has denied the application of 
Ralph W. Street, Kansas City promoter, 
for a license to construct and operate a 
hydro-electric plant on the Gasconade 
River in Phelps and Pulaski counties. 

It will, no doubt, be of interest to the 
people of Missouri to learn that Repre- 
sentative John J. Cochran was in a large 
measure responsible for the commission's 
-action in rejecting Street's application. 

Mr. Cochran appeared before the com- 
mission and exposed and denounced as 
unsound the proposed financial structure 
for the funding of the project and charac- 
terized it as a promotional scheme to sell 
securities to the public which would even- 
tually prove worthless. He also vigorously 
opposed the granting of the license on 
the ground that it was an attempt to 
grab and exploit the public domain for 
private gain and profit. 

Thus has this Congressman added one 
more notable achievement for the benefit 
of the people to the innumerable others 
already to his credit. 

It ig rather strange that Mr. Cochran 
was the only member of the Missouri 
congressional delegation to offer opposi- 
tion to the scheme. 

Mr. Cochran deserves the gratitude of 
the people of Missouri for his leading 
part in frustrating this latest raid on 
their natural resources. 

What Missouri and the nation need is 
more Representatives of the type and 
character of Jack Cochran.

ROLE OF PRIVATE RELIEF. 
President Roosevelt did two important things in 
his radio address opening the annual Community 
Mobilization for Human Needs. He made clear his 
hopes for the future course of Federal relief expen- 
ditures. And he sounded the keynote for the impend- 
ing Community Chest campaigns in more than 450 
cities, including St. Louis. These were his most sig- 
nificant words: 

The Federal Government, with the return of 
prosperity, must more and more narrow the circle 
of its relief activities and reduce the amount of 
Federal revenue to be expended in the ameliora- 
tion of human want and distress in the various 


communities of our land. 
I say this because we all agree that, unless 


Federal taxes are to be greatly increased, the 
expenditures have to be brought within the exist- 
ing tax receipts. Although Federal Government 
relief activities have to be curtailed, there must 
needs be no abatement of state, local and indi- 
vidual relief work. Indeed, local and private 
activities must be increased. 

The only solution of the relief problem consistent 
with the desired reduction in Federal spending is 
decentralization, with the states accepting greater re- 
sponsibility and with greater support by the public 
for the local agencies. But whatever the policy at 
Washington and the state capitals, the need for ade- 
quate support of local organizations continues. 

The current economic recession indicates that relief 
needs will diminish at a slower pace than had been 
hoped for. In St. Louis, a relief crisis has been cre- 
ated by the exhaustion of municipal funds and the 
failure of the State to give sufficient assistance, with 
the result that the plight of some 30,000 needy per- 
sons has become precarious. For these reasons, in 
addition to those cited by Mr. Roosevelt, the 85 local 
agencies that will participate in the local United 
Charities campaign, to be conducted from Nov. 1 to 
20, have a strong case for soliciting generous sup- 
port. 

These agencies perform necessary functions that 
the public relief bureaus do not attempt. They care 
for orphans and neglected children, for the aged, the 
blind and the deaf. They provide medical, nursing and 
hospital service for the destitute. They rehabilitate 
the handicapped, help solve family problems, conduct 
summer camps for slum children. Their functions are 
co-ordinated with the efforts of public agencies to 
provide food, shelter and clothing for the needy. In 
Mr. Roosevelt’s words, their duty is “to render needed 
services not otherwise available.” 

A joint campaign, experience has shown, is the 
most economical and effective method for raising 
needed funds. In former years, separate campaigns 
were conducted by various groups. The cost ran 
as high as 10 to 40 per cent, while under the pres- 
ent plan, only 4% cents of each charity dollar is re- 
quired for campaign expenses. The total expendi- 
tures of United Charities, including administrative 
and campaign costs, are only 7½ per cent of the total 
budget, a figure among the lowest in the country. 
Because the last campaign fell almost 20 per cent 
short of its goal, the efforts of United Charities have 
been seriously hampered this year. Assistance given

‘to the needy had to be reduced at an incalculable 


cost in deprivation and suffering. The reason for 
this shortcoming is partly the low standing of St. 
Louis among comparable cities on the basis of per 
capita gifts; it ranks sixteenth on the list. Last 
year’s figure, derived by dividing the population total 
into the amount raised, was $2.06. In contrast, Cin- 
cinnati’s per capita was $3.57, and Kansas City’s av- 
erage was $2.59. 

The necessity for generous contributions by all St. 
Louisans able to give has been made plain by Mr. 
Roosevelt’s challenging statement and by the realities 
of the local situation. Bach gift will do its part in 
helping put Federal finances on a rational basis and 
in averting needless suffering on the part of de- 
pendent and helpless persons here. 
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A “GRAND” FOR MIKE.

“My Dear Col. Carroll: All of us on the commit- 
tee were glad to hear that you have been doing so 
well.” 
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CO-ORDINATING MILK CONTROL. 

The St. Lonis County Court has acted wisely in 
appointing a County Milk Commission, as recom- 
mended by Dr. Theodore Meyer, the County Health 
Commissioner. With Dr. Meyer himself one of the 
members of the commission, and Judge Lauer of the 
County Court and Lorenz Ordelheide, County Sanitary 
Engineer, as the other two members, there is every 
reason to believe that the milk protection work of 
the county will be co-ordinated with that in St. Louis 
under the new ordinance, with sympathy but without 
unnecessary duplication. 

The need for legislative authority for centralized 
milk control in the county remains, however. When 
the Legislature reassembles, this should be one of its 
first enactments. Meanwhile, Madison and St. Clair 
counties should be making arrangements to protect 
their residents from uninspected milk. The new 
health district formed by East St. Louis and three 
adjoining townships doubtless will take up the 
problem as soon as it begins to function, but protec- 
tion will have to be on a county-wide basis if it is 
going to meet the needs of the area as a whole. 
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NO CASE. 

The Florida companies which lost their plea for 
a Supreme Court review of the 8 E C’s attempt to 
subpena their telegrams have announced that they 
will seek a rehearing “in the absence of Justice 
Black.” Their reasoning is that Justice Black’s 
participation, assuming that he took part, was un- 
fair to them inasmuch as Mr. Black made use of 
telegrams subpenaed by the Communications Com- 
mission when he was chairman of the Senate Lobby 
Committee, investigating the fight on the public 
utility holding company bill. 

Any money spent developing this line of reason- 
ing, as applied to the present set of facts, is money 
thrown away. Certiorari petitions—petitions where- 
by cases are brought up from the lower courts for 


review—are always granted if four Justices approve, 
and even if two or three Justices are strongly of 
the opinion that review should be allowed. This 


little-known fact was emphasized last March by 


Chief Justice Hughes in his famous letter to Senator 
Wheeler. In other words, the rejection of the peti- 
tion of the Florida companies means simply that 
there were not even two or three Justices who felt 
that a review was in order. It follows from this that 
the removal of Justice Black from the case would 
not change the result in the slightest. 
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WHOLESALE FRAUD—RETAIL PROSECUTION. 

Prosecuting Attorney James P. Finnegan has 
dropped the 20 remaining indictments against election 
clerks charged with responsibility for the ghost pad of 
more than 40,000 names in the June, 1936, registra- 
tion. And, at the same time, Circuit Attorney Franklin 
Miller has decided not to take before the grand jury 
any further cases based on the wholesale frauds com- 
mitted in the August, 1936, primary. Sixty-eight 
persons from 11 precincts have been indicted for 
those frauds and are awaiting trial. No attempt is 
to be made to prosecute election crooks in the more 
than 600 additional precincts. 

Meanwhile, investigation of the frauds in the river- 
front bond issue election of September, 1935, hag 
been held up indefinitely while the lawyers quib- 
ble and the courts decide whether or not the ballots 
are subject to grand jury examination. This ques- 
tion has engaged the attention of the courts since 
last winter, and there is no indication when it will 
be settled. Meantime, the ballots— the corpus delicti, 
as it were—are reposing in their boxes, and those 
who stuffed and miscounted them are going noncha- 
lantly about their normal pursuits. 

Literally hundreds of thousands of misdemeanors 
and felonies were committed in the September, 1935, 
election and the registration and primary of 1936. 
But the apathy of prosecutors and the odd processes 
of the law have prevented any decisive action. Only 
one man has been convicted of election frauds, and he 
is stillet liberty while his case is on appeal. Not 
a single higher-up, not a single one of the big shots 
who engineered the various conspiracies to corrupt 
the ballot, is in the slightest danger. 

All this in a democracy, where the politicians tell 
us on patriotic holidays that the purity of the bal- 
lot is the cornerstone of freedom! 

THE SHE-MAN OF THE OZARKS. . 

A shocking story comes out of the bosky dells of 
our Ozark country. The villain’s name is Cecil Clyde 
Crocker, and Hnough, Mo., is his home town, and 
Belgrade is the scene of the dreadful affair. 

Robbing a bank is, as we all know, a proceeding 
frowned upon by the common law, the Revised Stat- 
utes and the community conscience. The Constitution 
is against it. Not to mince words, a bank robber is 
an undesirable citizen. But this fellow from Enough 
is the kind of bank robber that was never seen 
before on land or sea. Niftily garbed in a pink dress 
and a tam-o’-shanter and looking like a shepherdess 
of the hills, the rosy-cheeked, buxom beauty sim- 
pered into the Belgrade bank, scooped up all the 
money in sight and vanished like a loping Diana. 

In the history of penology, bank robbers have paid 
their debt to the State, repented, reformed and re- 
established themselves as acceptable members of so- 
ciety, but a female impersonator—for such there is 
no hope in the heavens above, or the earth below, or 
waters under the earth, 
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22 MORE HUMAN GUINEA PIGS DIE. 

The tragic deaths of 22 persons, including six in 
the St. Louis area, after treatment with a newly de- 
veloped drug, sulfanilamide, reminds one of last 
year’s dinitrophenol deaths, It calls fresh attention to 
the need for more drastic laws to protect the public 
against dangerous preparations. The helplessness of 
the Government is indicated by the statement of 
W. G. Campbell, chief of the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, that the “present inadequate Federal law” re- 
quires officials “to proceed against this product on a 
technical and trivial charge of misbranding.” 

Sulfanilamide has produced favorable results in 
many forms of treatment, but its characteristics are 
not yet fully known. Dangerous symptoms have de- 
veloped in many instances. The Journal of the 
American Medical Association has carried: numer- 
ous articles in recent weeks advising physicians to 
be extremely cautious in its ug. It should not be 
given with other drugs, the Journal says, until defi- 
nite information is available as to its toxic effects. 
In the present instance, the finger of suspicion points 
to the solvent, diethylene glycol, used to prepare 
the elixir, as the real killer. The series of deaths, 
the Journal now says, “should be a final warning 
to physicians relati@ to the prescribing and admin- 
istering of semi-secret, unstandardized prepara- 
tions.” Pharmaceutical houses, despite the uncer- 
tainties and dangers surrounding the drug, have sold 
it freely. Worst of all, it has even been offered for 
sale to the general public at drug stores. 

The result is that the public again plays the role 
of human guinea pig, and 22 guinea pigs have given 
their lives to the experiments. Why should not the 
Federal and state governments have power to keep 
such deadly preparations off the market until they 
can be safely used? An effective system of testing 
and licensing new preparations will prevent the re- 
currence of such tragedies. Will our lawmakers heed 
the present deadly object lesson?

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MEXICO SLOWS DOWN. 

The Republic of Mexico, like that of France, is 
learning that it is possible to pursue social reform 
at so fast a pace as to endanger democracy. 

Dispatches from the Mexican capital state that 
President Cardenas has reduced the tempo of his 
social program in order to avert a national crisis. 
Drastically increased governmental costs, poor crops, 
a wave of strikes and the flight of capital are threat- 
ening the national finances. 

The story in Paris is not dissimilar. The decline 
of the franc has forced the Popular Front to accept 
compromises which amount to the abandonment of 
some of the key points of its program, including the 
universal 40-hour week. 

The framework of democracy, it would appear, can 
support only a certain amount of social legislation at 
a time. Efforts to push the program too fast or too 
far can be self-defeating.

Politics and avarice have reduced old-age pensions in State to a gigantic racket, writer 
says; sponsors estimated cost at “slightly more than $2,000,000” a year, but it is 
costing $18,000,000 and is still growing; half of citizens over 70 are on the rolls 
as chiselers reduce checks of those who are really needy below subsistence point.

figures, there were 145,214 persons in Mis- 

souri aged 70-plus; today, it is estimated 
that the figure has grown to 158,429. Of 
these, 100,000, or two out of three, have filed 
applications for old-age pensions, and ap- 
proximately 75,000 are receiving monthly 
checks. 

In other words, one of every two persons 
over 70 in Missouri, the tenth richest State 
in the Union, is represented as having 
reached a stage of destitution entitling him 
to public support. The generously open-

‘handed Federal Government pays half the 


bill for this uplift measure, which will cost 
in the current biennium $34,000,000 for pen- 
sions and $2,125,000 for administrative ex- 
penses, or a total of $86,125,000. This sum 
is more than 76 per cent of Missouri's en- 
tire expenditures out of general revenue in 
the last biennium. 
* * * 


To procure a perspective of the gigantic 
fraud that has been practiced upon Mis- 
souri’s taxpayers, it is necessary to go back 
to the fall of 1932, when the voters were 
asked to approve an amendment to the 
State Constitution enabling the Legislature 
to grant pensions to persons over 70 “who 
are incapacitated from earning a livelihood 
and are without means of support.” 

The leading spokesman was one Oscar 
Leonard, executive director of the Missouri 
Committee for Old-Age Security. Mr. Leon- 
ard’s most effective argument was that the 
granting of pensions would abolish the coun- 
ty poorhouses and that the cost of pensions 
would actually be less than the cost of 
poorhouses. At that time, the State had 85 
such institutions, housing 3000 people, and 
the total cost per inmate, including deprecia- 
tion and interest on the investment, aver- 
aged $387 per year, a total of $1,161,000. 

It was estimated by Mr. Leonard that not 
more than 9000 persons would be eligible 
for pensions in Missouri, and that the cost, 
after the second year of operation, would be 
slightly more than $2,000,000 annually. 

Mr. Leonard took time out to denounce 
indignantly a “whispering campaign” exag- 
gerating the number of Missourians who 
would be eligible for pensions, which he 
gave as 10,000—just 1000 more than his 
earlier estimate. Perhaps he referred to a 
report of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, which figured the number at about 
14,000 and the cost at $4,000,000. More like- 
ly, he had reference to the wild estimate of 
the National Association of Manufacturers, 
which thought 47,911 would be eligible. 

So the voters, assured that they could 
shower happiness on the indigent aged and 
close the noisome poorhouses, went to the 
poles and gave the amendment a smashing 
victory. The vote was 988,504 to 275,297. 


Well—that was just the night before the 
morning after. In the light of the grisly 
dawn that has followed, it appears that not 
a single pooyhouse in Missouri has closed 
its doors, and that, in addition to the bur- 
den of their continued maintenance, the cost 
of old-age pensions is rapidly approaching 
$40,000,000 per biennium. 

The enabling act was signed by Gov. Guy 
B. Park on June 4, 1935, to go into effect 


on Aug. 27, 1935. In charge of its admin- 
istration the Governor appointed Allen 
Thompson, a horse-trainer and livestock 
dealer from Boss Tom Pendergast’s Kan- 
sas City. A bureau headed by Mr. Thompson 
was set in the department of W. Ed. 
Jameson, President of the Board of Man- 
agers of the State Eleemosynary Institutions, 
who promptly gave out a statement disquiet- 
ing to 988,594 people who thought they had 
voted to abolish poorhouses. A newspaper 
dispatch of July 12, 1935, read as follows: 

“The belief that the old-age pension law 
will eventually mean the elimination of the 
county poor farm is discounted by W. Ed. 
Jameson. In the first place, he said, a large 
percentage of inmates are under 70 years 


old, and not eligible for the pension. Also, it 


is often cheaper for counties to maintain the 
infirmaries than to support inmates through 
pensions in private residences.” 

The pension rush began in September, 
1935, with thousands of persons in line 
at the courthouses throughout the State, 
and with only 52 investigators to look into 
the applications. 

@n the first month of the law’s operation, 
71,030 applications were filed, five times as 
many as the pessimistic Chamber of Com- 
merce estimate of eligibles, and 23,119 more 
than the obviously Tory estimate of the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 


Applications bearing the hearty recom- 
mendation of the local boards poured into 
Mr. Thompson’s office at Jefferson City. 
Figuring each pensioner to be worth an 
average of six votes on election days, the 
local boards threw all conscience to the 
winds and began to certify practically every- 
one who looked gray enough to be 70. In 
some cases, when the applications did not 
come in fast enough, the local boards actu- 
ally went into the streets and through the 
countryside, inviting persons over 70 to get 
in on the gravy: 

By July, 1936, more than 48,800 pensioners 
were receiving monthly checks and, since 
the $2,500,000 appropriation, plus Federal 
contributions, would not nearly provide each 
pensioner with $30 a month, as the law con- 
templated, the sums given each ranged from 
$7 to $12. The really deserving old people 
had to take from $7 to $12 in order to per- 
mit the chiselers to get on the rolls. 

During the first year of the law's opera- 
tions, 88,000 applications had been filed and 
pensioners were being added to the rolls at 
the rate of 1000 a day. As has been stated, 
the applications have now reached the neigh- 
borhood of 100,000, and, when and if the 
people apprave a pending constitutional 
amehdment to reduce the age to 65, which is 
necessary if further Federal grants are to 
be received, most of the 100,000 or more with- 
in that age bracket may be expected to 
apply. 

At the last session of the Legislature, a 
new social security law was passed in an 
effort to tighten up some of the obvious 
loopholes in the present set-up. As orig- 
inally written, it was a good law; as passed 
through the gantlet of the politicians, it has 
numerous shortcomings, deliberatély insert- 
ed so as not to deprive the officeholders of 
the juciest racket ever to come their way.

No one can predict the economic 
future because for the first time in 
our experience We have to take into 
account the pervasive action of 
government, and there is no telling 
what the supreme personal rulers 
are going to do. I am not sug- 
gesting that Mr. Roosevelt is a dic- 
tator like Mussolini or Hitler. That 
sort of talk seems to me quite 
silly. But I do seriously believe 
that he possesses decisive personal 
power over the vital elements of 
the American economy, and that 
by training, study, experience and 
natural endowment, he is not fitted 
to exercise that much power. 

And it is a fact, denied by no 
one, that he wields this vast per- 
sonal power, which may mean eco- 
nomic life or death to the com- 
munity, in an entirely haphazard 
and unaccountable fashion. There 
is no official cabinet which really 
participates in his decisions. There 
is not even a Kitchen Cabinet or 
what we now call a Brain Trust, 
which in any real sense helps him 
to decide high policy taken as a 
whole. There are no. first-rate 
men in his administration who can 
speak their real minds and still 
keep their places. As some one 
said of another government, the 
good men either resign or become 
resigned: There are no Democrat- 
ic party leaders who are independ- 
ent and still in his confidence. And 
there is no recognized and organ- 
ized opposition. 

= . * 

The question is whether the re- 
covery, which was under way and 
ought not to be over, will be per- 
mitted to proceed. That question 
cannot be answered by little con- 
cessions about the technic of stock 
market regulation. It can be an- 
swered only by the insistence of 
Congress reflecting an aroused and 
informed public opinion, that per- 
sonal government be ended and re- 
sponsible government restored. 

For responsible government alone 
can give to enterprise that security 
without which there will be no en- 
terprise. Responsible government 
alone will bring to bear upon gov-

S. Agents Recovered 


$674,209 of Stolen Notes 


New York District Attorney Waited in Night 
Club; Got Anonymous Note and Found 
Paper in Subway Lock Box.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22. — United 


States Treasury notes totaling $640,- 


000 and bearing interest coupons 
bringing their value to $674,209, 
which were part of $1,507,938 worth 
of negotiable notes stolen from a 
Bank of the Manhattan Co. messen- 
ger on Jan. 28, 1935, were recovered 
under mysterious circumstances 
early yesterday by Federal opera- 
tives acting on anonymous informa- 
tion which took them first to a mid- 
town night club and then to a lock 
box in an uptown subway station. 

The finding of the stolen notes 
was the most dramatic of a series 
of coups which have resulted in the 
recovery of all but $250,000 worth 
of notes stolen in Wall street, pre 
sumably by the so-called “Green 
mob,” within a period of two 
months in the latter part of 1934 
and early part of 1935. The loot 
totaled $2,097,938, notes valued at 
$590,000 having been stolen from 
the United States Trust Co., on Dec. 
7, 1934. 

Arrests With Each Recovery. 

With each recovery Federal 
agents have made arrests. Ten 
men have been sentenced to the 
Federal Penitentiary for their parts 
in the thefts and subsequent efforts 
to dispose of the notes. 

The latest one, Meyer Franken 
berg, reputed brains of the gang, 
was sentenced today to a year and 
a day by Judge Samuel Mandel- 
baum. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
John J. Dowling told the court that 
Frankenberg “helped at great per- 
sonal risk” in recovering the stolen 
notes from the subway station yes- 
terday. 

Dowling had been biding his time 
since last Friday in anticipation of 
just such a development as the re- 
covery of the stolen notes. On

He was allowed to plead guilty of 
transporting $440,000 worth of the 
notes to France in April, 1936, in 
an effort to sell them to a French 
banker, and of conspiracy to trans- 
port them. Dowling and agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
suspected that Frankenberg knew 
the whereabouts of about $800,000 
in notes in addition to the $440,000 
worth which were seized in France 
when an ally of Frankenberg mis- 
took a French police official for a 
banker. 

Given Week to Think it Over. 

In the hope that if given a week 
to think it over before being sen- 
tenced Frankenberg might cause 
them to be led to the hidden cache, 
Dowling, at the time that Frank- 
enberg changed his plea, asked that 
sentence be put off until today. 

The authorities waited patiently 
for word from Frankenberg. Final- 
ly, lateeWednesday, an anonymous 
source directed them to go to a 
midtown night club, sit down at a 
table and await developments. Mr. 
Dowling and three agents, follow- 
ing directions, went to the club, 
the name of which they refused to 
divulge, shortly after 1 a. m. yes- 
terday. They sat down at a table, 
and presently a Postal Telegraph 
messenger appeared and asked for 
Dowling. He handed the United 
States Attorney a white envelope 
addressed to Dowling in larga, 
black letters printed with pencil. 
Opening the envelope, Dowling 
found a cryptic note in large block 
letters. “Uptown side I. R. T. sta- 
tion at Fifty-ninth street,” it said. 
Inclosed was a thin key bearing 
the box number K-155, 

Going at once to the locker in- 
dicated by the key, the four men 
found in it two business-size envel- 
opes. From these they drew 13 
Treasury notes, six of which had a 
face value of $100,000 each, plus in- 
terest. 


MAN FOUND FATALLY WOUNDED 
SHOT HIMSELF, SAY POLICE 


James R. Goodin of Granite City 
Bought Cartridges Yesterday, 
They Report. 

The body of a man who was 
found fatally shot last night in a 
clump of weeds on the edge of the 
sidewalk in the 1800 block of Ad- 
ams street, Granite City, was identi- 
tified today as that of James Ran- 
dall Goodin, 34 years old, a painter, 
2231A Grand avenue, Granite City. 
Identification was made by his 
wife, Mrs. Lorraine Goodin, who ex- 
pressed the opinon her husband had 


‘been murdered. The police were 


convinced that the bullet wound, 
behind the right ear, was self-in- 
flicted, after they learned that 
Goodin had purchased six .32 cali- 
ber cartridges at a hardware store 
yesterday. Goodin was uncon- 
scious when found. A .32-cal- 
iber revolver, with one cartridge 
discharged, lay six inches from his 
right hand. Powder burns marked 
the wound. Goodin died an hour 
later at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
without regaining consciousness. 

There are no buildings on the 
block and no one was found who 
heard the shot. Mrs. Goodin said 
she last saw him when he left 
home at 5:30 p. m. to go to a bar- 
ber shop.

Injunction Sought to Restrain City

Shows. 

An injunction to restrain the City 
of St. Louis and Director of Public 
Safety George W. Chadsey from in- 
terfering with productions of the 
Golden Rod Showboat is sought in a 
petition filed yesterday by J. W. 
Menke before United States District 
Judge George H. Moore at Cape 
Girardeau. 

Menke alleges that although he 
advertised performances to begin 
last night, city officials informed 
him they would not permit him to 
present the shows. His attorney 
Robert K. Ryland, said a temporary 
restraining order would be asked 
here Monday of Judge Moore. 

A similar injunction suit in State 
court here was dismissed yesterday 
before the petition was filed in 
Federal Court. The later petition 
alleges, as a jurisdictional matter, 
that the showboat is worth more 
than $3000 and has a Federal li- 
cense to ply on navigable rivers. It 
is moored on the Mississippi River 
at Olive street.

Tokio Board Considers Substituting 


Them for Men Sent to War. 

TOKIO, Oct. 22.—The Metropoli- 
tan police board is considering re- 
cruiting women to replace police- 


men called for military duty. 

The board believes the “strongest 
of the weaker sex” would be more 
useful than “the weakest of the 
stronger sex”—and thus may fill va- 
cancies with husky women. Women 
already are driving taxicabs, oper- 
ating gasoline stations and acting 
as conductors on busses.

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Dr. John F. Erdmann of New 
York, president of the Inter-State 
Post-Graduate Medical Association 
of North America, is the last sur- 
vivor of a group of five surgeons 
who removed part of the left jaw of 
President Grover Cleveland on a 
yacht in Long Island Sound July 
1, 1893. 

The operation was performed 
with great secrecy, because it was 
feared the stock market would col- 
lapse if it became known the Presi- 
dent had cancer, at that time con- 
considered a fatal disease by most 
persons, Dr. Erdmann related to 
reporters yesterday at Municipal 
Auditorium. The surgeons and con- 
sultants who were called into the 
case had communicated with each 
other by code telegrams, before go- 
ing to the Battery in New York in 
twos and threes to board motor- 
boats which took them to the yacht 
Oneida. The President was already 
there. 

All Sworn to Secrecy. 


A depression was in progress at 
that time and Cleveland was just 
beginning his second term. To 
make certain that no information 
leaked out about the President’s 
cancer, all those called in to assist 
at the operation were sworn to 
secrecy. However, after the opera- 
tion, an anesthetist inadvertently 
“spilled part of the story,” Dr. Erd- 
mann recalled, and for weeks news- 
papers sought to learn just what 
had taken place on the yacht. 

They failed and the secret was 
kept for 19 years, until Cléveland 
died of an intestinal ailment. Al- 
thought it had bee notticed that 
Cleveland spoke with some difficul- 
ty immediately after the operation, 
listeners thought he was only suf- 
fering from a cold.

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FLORIDA'S GOVERNOR 
ON CIVIL LIBERTIES 


“Man Who Advocates Over- 
throw of Government Ought 
to Be Hung on Tree.“ 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Repre- 
sentatives of the committee for the 
Defense of Civil Rights in Florida 
asked Gov. Fred P. Cone of Florida 
yesterday what steps he contem- 
plated in “bringing to justice the 
murderers of Joseph A. Shoemaker, 
organizer of the ‘Modern Demo- 
crats,’” who was flogged to death 


in Tampa in 1935. 
Gov. Cone was in New York to 
open the annual Florida citrus ad- 


vertising campaign in a radio 
broadcast. 

Cone told Ewald Sandner, a mem- 
ber of the committee representing 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, and his associates who 
had asked for assurance of protec- 
tion for organizers: “You go down 
there and violate the State laws, 
and you'll be punished. You go 
down there advocating the over- 
throw of the American Government 
and you'll be rode out on a rail.” 

When Sandner assured him that 
“we are behind the Government 100 
per cent,” the Governor replied: 

“Then as long as you'll obey law 
and order, you'll get our protection. 
But I think a man ought to be hung 
on a tree if he advocates overthrow 
of the Government.” 

“Wouldn’t you go to the law 
first?” one of the committee asked. 

Td go to you first, if you came 
into my house and were trying to 
steal something,” Cone said. 

David Clendenin, secretary of the 
committee, which was organized in 
1935 to institute “a widespread pro- 
gram of protest and action looking 
to the arrest and conviction of the 
asked 
what should be done to “vindicate 
justice” in the case. David Myers, 
secretary of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ, told the Gov- 
ernor many churches were con- 
eerned over the case. 

The Governor said he, too, was 
concerned, and added the State had 
gone to great expense in an effort 
to apprehend the murderers. He 
said he would welcome a United 
States Department of Justice inves- 
tigation into the murder.

The 
five former had been 
convicted in 1936 of kidnaping Eu-

Rogers were seized by Tampa po- 
lice in a warrantless raid on a pri- 
vate home. They were taken forci- 
bly to the outskirts of Tampa, 
where the flogging gang waited.

Can’t Remember One’s Name 
but Prefers Prison to Seeing 
Her Again.

DECATUR, III., Oct. 22, — Roy 


Cunningham, formerly of Decatur 


and now serving a life sentence in 
the penitentiary at Joliet, an- 
nounced today that he had married 
six women, had divorced none and 
wanted all of them to know their 
status. 

He wrote to Macon County au- 
thorities to notify his six wives of 
his predicament so that they might 
“untangle this mess.” 

Cunningham listed his half doz- 
en matrimonial ventures and said 
“it may be of some help to these 
girls in shaping their future lives” 
if they knew he was in prison for 
life. 

“Some of them were fine girls 
and this may mean a lot to them,” 
he wrote. 

Wife No. 5 apparently didn’t fall 
in that classification, however. 
Cunningham said he couldn’t re- 
member her name but preferred 
prison life to seeing her again. 

Cunningham was sentenced after 
forcing two State parole officers 
to drive him to Chicago at the point 
of a pistol. They were taking him 
to Joliet as a parole violator.

Grand Jury Action to Be De- 
manded in M. A. McLough- 
lin Flogging. 


A mass meeting, to demand ac- 
tion by the grand jury which will 
begin next Wednesday an inves- 
tigation of the charge that city 
detectives flogged Matthew A. Mo- 
Loughlin, secretary-treasurer of 
the cleaners’ union, has been called 
for Tuesday night in Assembly Hall 
No. 1, Municipal Auditorium. The 
Rev. Dr. George M. Gibson, pastor 
of Webster Groves Congregational 
Church, is named as chairman in 
handbills now being distributed. 

Dr. Gibson was author of a 
statement issued today by the So- 
cia] Justice Commission of the Met- 
ropolitan Church Federation, con- 
demning all violence in industrial 
relations. The commission, com- 
posed of 25 ministers and laymen, 
is headed by the Rev. Dr. Truman 
B. Douglass, pastor of Pilgrim 
Congregationa] Church. 

The bills announcing the mass 
meeting were issued by Cleaning 
and Dye House Workers, Local No. 
20. Referring to the Police Board's 
decision, exonerating Detectives 
Lyman Price and William Dunman, 
the bills say: 

“Labor Demands That Grand 
Jury Investigate McLoughlin Beat- 
ing. 
“The public cannot be satisfied 
with the Police Board verdict which 
has white-washed the Police De- 
partment of any responsibility. It 
is evident that the Police Board is 
not willing to face its own prob 
able guilt and negligence—to end 
practices of brutality and third de- 
gree. Labor and the public now 


insist that an impartial body—the 
grand jury—make a full investiga- 
tion. 


“A large attendance at this meet- 
ing will demonstrate our demand 
that the grand jury take action. A 
movie film of the McLoughlin beat- 
ing will be shown.

HONORS CORDELL HULL 


Pleads for World Peace 
and Order. 


By the Associated Press. 


TORONTO, Canada, Oct. 22.— 


Cordell Hull, United States Secre- 
tary of State, received the honorary 


by Dr. Gibson, discusses both al- degree of doctor of laws from To- 


leged violence done by the rack- 
eteer type of labor leader in the 
bombing of business property” and 
“alleged violence done by the po- 
lice to the persons of those ar- 
rested.” As to the latter, it says: 
“While we are not in any sense 
party to the accusations recently 
made, we do insist that accusations 
of such serious import be given 
fullest and speediest investigation 
possible. Unreasonable delays and 
unwarranted secrecy surrounding 
hearings on such matters create 
suspicion that elementary civil lib- 
erties are in jeopardy, and that 
those engaged in tne work of la- 
bor organization may not expect 
rotection from harassment and 
violence that may be done them by 
individual officers of the law. 
“We assume that ‘third degree’ 
methods are under the moral con- 
demnation of the community. The 
exercise of physical force by offi- 
cers of the law is looked upon by 
cal criminologists as a con- 
fession of lack of intellect suffi- 
cient to gather convincing evidence. 
Again, we do not cccuse the local 


_ police of these antiquated methods; 


we do recognize a growing suspi- 
cion of their use, and insist that 
our commission take such steps as 
are called for. If charges cannot 
be established by witnesses in open 
hearing, such suspicion will be al- 
layed. If they can be established, 
any officers involved in the alleged 
illegal acts should be dealt with as 
any other offenders against the 
peace.” 

In the section condemning vio- 
lence which damages property, the 
statement urges that labor leaders 
and organizations who stand for 
clean dealing be not condemned for 
unlawful acts of others. 

“Isolated Acts of Betrayers.” 

“The imminent danger,” it con- 
tinues, “is that labor itself may be 
held guilty of the isolated acts of 
labor’s betrayers, and that an: hys- 
teric demand for a cleanup may re- 
sult in the innocent suffering with 
the guilty. This has happened in 
other cities with the rise of the vig- 
ilante method and sporot, and thus 
the moral feeling against vandalism 
has become the servant of those 
who would break up any and all 
labor organization. This has not 
been true of St. Louis and our plea 
is for continued ‘sanity and the ap-

Sees Coming of New Order. 
“And, just as, sooner of later, the 
outraged conscience of a community 
or nation sets into motion forces 
which re-establish order under law, 
so I firmly believe the outraged 
conscience of mankind will set in 
motion forces which will create, 
in the sphere of international rela- 
tions, unshakable order based on 
law.” 

Referring to aggressor nations, 
Hull said: “Modern civilization hag 
survived and has gone ever for- 
ward because the violators of order, 
the breakers of the peace, have al- 
ways been the exception rather than 
the rule. 

“Whatever tragedies they have 
caused during their brief appear- 
ances on the stage of history, in the 
end they have always bowed to the 
will of that overwhelming majority 
of mankind which desires a con- 
tinuing, rather than an inglorious 
decline, of man’s civilized existence.” 

Hull said the British Empire and 
the United States had a common 
aim—peace. 

“My country and the countries 
which compose your mighty union 
are among the protaganists of the 
idea that peace rather than war is 
the normal state of human rela- 
tions within and among nations,” 
he said. 
Repeats Plea for Order. 

Hull repeated previous pleas for 
respect for international agree- 
ments as an indispensible condition

If it should be, 
they were confident they had suf- 
ficient votes and proxies to squelch 
it. 

Following an Executive Commit- 
tee meeting at noon, the program 
called for an open meeting which 
would be largely devoted to polit- 
ical speeches by St. Louis and Mis- 
souri Democrats. Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark will be the principal 
speaker at a dinner to be given to 
the committee tonight. 

Tentative plans will be made at 
the session today for two huge 
Democratic meetings, which prob- 
ably will be addressed by President 
Roosevelt and -Postmaster-General 
Farley, next spring or summer. One, 
it is expected, will be held in St. 
Louis and the other in Seattle, 
Wash.

U. S. COURT SETS ASIDE TAX 
ON $8,000,000 SURPLUS 


Federal Board Had Held That 
Amount Was More Than Needed 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22. — The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals decided yesterday that an $8,- 
000,000 surplus built up by the Na- 
tional Grocery Co. of Jersey City, 
N. J., showed “sound business judg- 
ment,” and dismissed a deficiency 
tax assessment of $477,360 imposed 
by the Board of Tax Appeals. 
The Board of Tax Appeals said 
the surplus, reported by the com- 
pany in 1930, was more than its 
needs required. The Internal Reve- 
nue Department held that the sur- 
plus was built up to spare the late 
Henry Kohl, sole owner of the com- 
pany’s stock, from large surtaxes. 

Judge John Biggs Jr., dissented 
from the court’s majority decision, 
which was written by Judges Jo- 
seph Buffington and Oliver B. 
Dickinson. He said the company 
was in good financial condition in 
1930, and had no need of a large 
surplus. 

The company operates a national 
chain of about 800 stores. 


ANOTHER ENCEPHALITIS DEATH 


This Increases Total Here Since 
June 30 to 101. 

One death from _ encephalitis 
(sleeping sickness) was reported to 
the Health Department today, 
bringing the total since June 30, 
to 101. This report was of the 
death at Lutheran Hospital last 
Monday of Fred W. Kay, 73 years 
old, of Maplewood. 

Two additional cases of the dis- 
ease were reported today, bringing 
the number in the last four 
months to 417. 


Thomas Reynolds Williams Dies.

Assistant pub- 
lisher of the Gazette-Times and 
the Chronicle-Telegraph and busi- 
ness manager of the Sun-Telegraph. 
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TALK BY STEFANSSON 
ON POLAR AIR ROUTES 


Explorer Says in Lecture Here 
Fear and World Politics 
Are Chief Barriers. 


Vilhjalmur Steffansson, Arctic 
explorer and lecturer, who in 1922 
first envisaged the north polar re- 
gions as a hub of world aviation, 
crossed by a network of commer 
cial air routes, told a University 
Club audience last night that “in- 
ternational politics and fear” are 
the chief barriers to achievement. 

To a world accustomed to think 
in terms of the Mercator projection 
and the old maps on the school- 
house walls, it is difficult to think 


of the shortest and safest air route 
from St. Louis to Calcutta as over 
the Arctic region, he said. 

“We are a Southern people in our 
thinking. Our religion and culture 
come from the Mediterranean 
shores. The Eskimo walks on water 
10 months of the year. In Palestine 
it was a miracle. The Mercator 
projection of the world onto a flat 
sheet of paper has been one of 
the greatest enemies of human 
progress.” 

While on his third expedition into 
the polar region, Stefansson ob- 
served great level floes of ice 
which he believed would make ideal 
emergency landing fields. Further 
investigation, he said, disclosed that 
at least 10 per cent of the ice area 
could be used for landing airplanes. 

Polar Air Ideal for Flying. 

The explorer explained that he 
found the heavy polar air ideal for 
flying, as it gives greater lifting 
ability to aircraft. Moreover, the 
polar sea is the least stormy of all 
oceans and temperatures are com- 
paratively moderate. Extremes in 
temperature are always found in 
the interior of continents, he said. 

“The mercury may drop to 52 de- 
grees below zero on the north 
coast of Alaska, but at Gardner, 
Wyo:, a low of 67 below has been 
recorded,” Stefansson said. Isn't 
it strange that we call this the 
temperate zone—hotter than the 
tropics, colder than the Arctic.” 

Stefansson exhibited a series of 
slides showing projected transpolar 
air routes. He concluded by re- 
marking: “The polar sea will be- 
come the great crossroads of world 
aviation, a new frontier in trans- 
portation.” 

Search for Soviet Flyers. 

Stefansson spoke briefly of the 
two successful flights of Russian 
aviators over the North Pole and 
the third flight, led by Sigismund 
Levanevsky, which apparently 
ended in disaster. The last flight, 
Stefansson said, was undertaken in 
the summer, when the Arctic is the 
most dangerous. The flyers have 
been missing since Aug. 13. 

The explorer, who is associated 
with the Explorers’ Club-Soviet 
search for the missing aviators, 
said that an airplane equipped with 
skis would leave New York for the 
Arctic today or tomorrow. The chief 
problem of Levanevsky, Stefansson 
asserted, was to land on ice weak- 
ened by heavy summer rains. 

“There is a 50-50 chance of their 
being alive,” he said. “If they were 
safe six hours after landing, then 
they have excellent chances of liv- 
ing in safety for six months. The 
search will not be given up before 
the middle of next summer. 

“Fog in the Arctic region is ex- 
tremely rare. There is no fog in 
January, February and March. 
Only in July and August, when 
there may be 18 to 23 days of fog, 
is the condition dangerous. The 
winter flight in search of the miss- 
ing flyers will present a wonderful 
opportunity for study of the Arc- 
tic region by moonlight.” 


75 UNION MEN DONATE

Building at 921 Lafayette to Be 
Ready for Occupancy in 
December. 

About 75 union building-trades 
workers are donating from one to 
five work-days each week to  fa- 
cilitate the remodeling of the struc- 
ture at 921 Lafayette avenue which 
is to be the new headquarters of 
the Boys’ Club of St. Louis, a Unit- 
ed Charities agency, the Rev. 
Charles P. Maxwell, executive di- 

rector, said today. 

The men are members of the 
Bricklayers’ International Union 
Local No. 1, the Operative Plaster- 
ers’ and Cement Finishers’ Union 
Local No. 527, the Lathers’ Union

MESSAGE OF RING 
CLOSES PARLIAMENT 


George VI Distressed at At- 
tacks on Noncombatants; 
Edward Opened Sessions. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—King George 
VI officially closed today the par- 
liamentary session which his broth- 
er, now the Duke of Windsor, had 
opened last Nov. 3, with a message 
reflecting “distress” at air and sea 
attacks on Chinese non-combatants. 

The message detailed the Gov- 
ernment’s “persistence’ in efforts 
to isolate warring Spain and noted 
“with satisfaction the strengthen- 
ing of all three of my defense 
forces.” 

On Tuesday the King comes in 
person to the House of Lords to 
open the new Parliament session, 
and it was thought he would him- 
self read the opening speech from 
the throne. 

The session which closed today 
carried England through the abdi- 
cation of Edward VIII, and through 
George’s accession and coronation. 
Actually it had been in summer ad- 
journment from July 30 until yes- 
terday. 

George’s message today did not 
mention Windsor. It began: “The 
Queen and I,” and contained the 
familiar phrase, “my relations with 
foreign Powers continue to be 
friendly.” 

Dealing with the Chinese-Japa- 
nese warfare, the monarch ex- 
pressed the hope that the nine- 
Power conference meeting in Brus- 
sels Oct. 30 “may contribute to 
bring this deplorable conflict to an 
end.” 

Just before that he had said: “I 
have seen with greatest concern 
the development of hostilities be- 
tween Japan and China. Suffer- 
ings which have been inflicted upon 
innocent noncombatants by attacks 
from the air and sea have caused 
me particular distress.” 

On the Spanish situation, the 
King said he was “happy” at the 
auccessful outcome of the Nyon 
agreement for action against Med- 
iterranean “piracy.” However, he 
did not go into the newest non-in- 
tervention developments. 

Otherwise, his message dealt 
with their majesties’ gratitude for 
proofs of the people’s loyalty and 
affection. 

The King said the “heavy burden 
of this necessary rearmament” is 
somewhat lightened by increasing 
economic prosperity. 

Few members of Parliament 
heard the message read.

He was charged with complicity 
in an allegedly fraudulent purchase 
of a ranch in Cordoba Province 
which he bought in 1932. 

Firpo's arrest order followed an 
appeal by the Banca de la Nacion 
from an acquittal of the fighter 
and four others after a lower court 
trial last year in which a sixth per- 
son was sentenced to four years in 
prison. 

The bank, which held the mort- 
gage on the property, charged then 
that the ranch was sold for $45,000, 
about half the highest bid, at a 
court-ordered auction. 

The auctioneer and the buyer, it 
was charged, then interviewed 
Firpo and sold him the ranch at a 
higher price. The auctioneer was 
sent to prison, while the others in 
the alleged deal, inciuding Firpo, 
were acquitted. 

Firpo, 38 years old, fought Jack 
Dempsey for the world’s champion- 
ship in 1925.

Firm Accused of Unfair Labor 
Practices at Wood River 
(In.) Refinery. 


A complaint charging the Shell 
Petroleum Corporation with unfair 
labor practices at its Wood River 
(III.) refinery was filed by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board to- 
day, through its director, Miss Do- 
rothea de Schweinitz, at the in- 
stance of the Wood River local, No. 
§25A, of the International Union of 
Operating Engineers. 

The union, an American Federa- 
tion of Labor affiliate, has contend- 
ed that a majority of the 2000 em- 
ployes were members. 

* Officers and agents of the com- 
pany, the board alleges, have co- 
érced, interfered with and re- 
strained employes of the refinery in 
the exercise of the latters’ rights 


under the National Labor Relations 
Act. This was done, it is asserted, 
in the following ways: 


Giving preference in promotions 
and in positions on the seniority 
list to employes eligible for the 
union who did not join it; denying 
to employes the right to be repre- 
sented in collective bargaining by 
agents of their choice; persuading 
employes to give up membership in 
the union. 

Further, the board charges, the 
company on May 14 — discharged 


three members of the union’s ex- 
ecutive board and has refused to 
reinstate them, thereby discrim- 
inating against the union in viola- 
tion of sections 1, 3 and 8 of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 
These men, W. P. O’Dell, F. C. Wer- 
ner and W. C. Eades, were leaders 
in a stay-in strike at the refinery 
last spring.

temporary emotional insanity when 
Crane refused to stop his attentions 
and insisted he would have the girl 
at all costs. They also stressed 
testimony offered during the trial 
which supported their contention 
Counts was temporarily insane 
when Crane was shot to death, but 
at no time did they, nor did they 
permit witnesses, to refer to or even 


suggest that Counts had commit- 
ted the murder, although that was 
virtually conceded by the nature of 
the defense. 

Moberly told the jury there was 
was little dispute as to the facts, 
the differences being on their in- 
terpretation. He said Counts had 
been driven to a mental state 
which made it impossible for him to 
know what he was doing or to be 
able to distinguish between right 
and wrong. 

Nolen Reviews Testimony. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Oliver 
W. Nolen reviewed the testimony at 
length and said it proved the de- 
fendant had willfully murdered 
Crane after planning the crime. 


Counts, appearing as the last de- 
fense witness yesterday, told the 
jury how he had obtained permis- 
sion from Deputy Sheriff George 
Selch to visit Crane in the jail, aft- 
er telling the officer he wanted to 
find out if Crane would agree to 
leave town and stop seeing his 
daughter if he (Counts) would 
promise not to press charges 
against Crane for the attempted 
elopement, f 

Previous testimony had been that 
Selch turned over the keys to the 
jail to an odd jobsman, who un- 
locked the outer door of the jail 
so that Counts could speak to 
Crane just outside the cell. The 
two were then left alone. 

“Well, I just walked in the jail 
and shook hands with Crane,” the 
defendant testified. “I had never 
seen him before in my life. I told 
him I didn’t want any hard feel- 
ings because I had a warm spot in 
my heart for him because he hadn't 
molested my girl.” 


Counts then said he told Crane 
he would not prosecute him if he 
would agree to stay away from his 
daughter. He said he told him the 
girl was “too young to try to make 
a home,” and that he could not un- 
derstand why a 25-year-old man 
“would want to pick on à 16-year- 
old girl.” 


“Crane told me he loved her and 
intended to have her but I told 
him I would never stand for it, that 
I could not stand to see her married 
so young. Crane kept saying he was 
going to have her or die and finally 
said he would kill her, rather than 
lose her. He told me, ‘If you get 
me, my bunch will get you.’ 


“That was too much for me,” 
Counts told the jury. “I don’t know 
what happened from then on.”

South won the opening lead with 
the heart ace and returned the 
heart eight. How do you play the 
hand from that point? 

Answer: You should try to win 
the heart’return with the jack. You 
have nothing to lose by this finesse. 
North, however, will win with the 
queen and return a third heart. In 
order to amass nine tricks, it ap- 
pears that you will: have to bring 
home dummy’s diamond suit with- 
Gut loss of even one trick. Your 
best chance for this is to lead, not 
the jack of diamonds, but a low 
diamond and finesse with the queen. 
If North happens to hold the king 
and one diamond, this method of 
play will work. If the diamonds 
break in any other way, there is 
no method that will produce five 
tricks. Many players thoughtlessly 
lead the jack in this situation, not 
realizing they have nothing to gain 
by such a play. (if you led the 
jack of diamonds instead of a low 
diamond, take a two point demerit.)

He chose 
to bid only one no trump in re- 
sponse to his partner's spade over- 
call (as a matter of fact he had a 
sound pass), but later decided to 
show his anemic heart suit at the 
three level. 

West’s opening lead was worthy 
of note. It resulted in an East- 
West top on the board. Instead of 
falling for the obvious “safe” open- 
ing of the spade king, West laid 
down the ace and another diamond. 
Declarer won the second lead and 
immediately played a trump. West 
jumped up with the ace and led a 
low club. East won and naturally 
reading the diamond lead and con- 
tinuation as a doubleton, returned 
a diamond, thus giving West a 
ruff. Eventually, declarer had to 
concede a spade trick also. 

The opening lead was well fig- 
ured. With first round control of 
trumps, West foresaw that he 
would be able to ruff a diamond, 
the only question being whether 
East would have a quick entry. 
East's three club bid strongly sug- 
gested, although it did not guaran- 
tee, the holding of the ace. Even 
if East had no entry, however, and 
could not co-operate in the dia- 
mond ruffing plan, there was no 
reason to suppose that a spade lead 
would be any more favorable to the 
defenders. In all Probability it 

merely would result in establishing 
North’s spade suit more quickly.

Best Avoided 


By Teachers 


Children Get Views From 
Parents, and School Discus- 


sion Makes Trouble. 


By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN in the elementary 
Cho in the upper grades, are 

keen about the politics of the 
day as represented by their fathers’ 
alliance with a party. The children 
do not reason out their stand. They 
are father’s men—the girls included 
almost 100 per cent. Argument 
hurts them because they feel that 
it is an affront to the wisdom and 
authority of father. 


To my way of thinking political 
discussions of any sort, and re- 
ligious discussion, too, have no place 
in the classroom of the elemen- 
tary school. They ought to be kept 
until the time when the students 
are matured sufficiently to have 
opinions of their own, and these 
opinions based upon personal ex- 
periences, This is not possible with 
children of elementary school age. 


One teacher asks. “What shall 
I say to a child when he asks me 
if I think this or that about a 
political matter? If I say I don’t 
know he won't believe me; and if 
I tell him I'll get into trouble with 
one side or the other.” 


I think it would be wiser, under 
the conditions, to say to the inquir- 
ing child—who is rarely seeking in- 
formation, but who wants confirma- 
tion of his stand against that of an- 
other pupil’s—“I really don’t know 
enough to answer that question cor- 
rectly. Ask your father about it.” 
Any of us will be quite safe in say- 
ing we do not know enough to an- 
Swer such a question correctly to 
an elementary school child. We 
don’t, and I don’t know anybody 
who does, 


In the upper schools the students 
read their papers, their texts and 
pamphlets, and discuss them in 
groups under the leadership of a 
teacher qualified for the work. 
Even here the teacher does not am 
swer the questions. He may have 
an opinion to offer, but if he goes 
beyond that and assumes authority 
upon the subject he is very likely 
to get into trouble. 

If anyone knew the right answer 
to the problems of the day they 
would cease to be problems. We 
do not hope to teach the students 
the Right answer. What we do hope 
to do is to train them to think in- 
telligently upon all questions that 
arise; to listen with open minds; to 
vote for the best interests of the 
group, and to accept the result 
cheerfully. That is the American 
idea as I see it. 

Above all, we want to teach the 
students of the upper schools to be 
tolerant. Let those on the other 
side tell their story fully. Allow 
them the same freedom of expres- 
sion, the same right to uphold their 
opinions as the opposition. We don’t 
want them to have the notion that 
whoever opposes them is bad. We 
don’t want them to say, “If you 
don’t like what we like you can get 
out, and we'll make you get out.” 
We want fair play, toleration, and 
when we can get it, co-operation. 

Youth ought to be informed on 
all questions of the day. I do not 
believe Youth can be wise on all 
these matters, but I do think that 
they are entitled to knowledge, dis- 
cussion, and wherever possible, the 
guidance of enlightened leadership. 
The younger children can wait for 
such discussion. Their interests lie 
elsewhere.

ATHER’S first coachman, Mor- 
F gan, had never been a coach- 

man before. He had worked in 
the Riding Club’s stable and it was 
there that we got to know him.
